SUCCESSES  WON 

FURTHER  SOUTH 

Many  Places  That  Held  Out  Long  in  Former  Somme 

Battle  Are  Passed — Roye  and  Other  Towns 
.. Are    Taken    by    French—  Enemy 


Counter-Attacks  Are  Foiled. 


LONDON,  Aug^27. — Canadian  troops  made  notable  ad- 
vances south  of  the  Scarpe  River  today,  accofding  to  Field 
Marshal  Haig's  report,  occupying- Cherizy,  Vis-en-Artois  and 
the  Bois  du  Sart  and  taking  many  prisoners.  Scottish  battal- 
ions also  made  excellent  progress.    The  text  reads: 

"North  of  the  Scarpe  Scottish  battalions  carried  Rqeux, 
Greenland  Hill  and  Gavrelle,  and  English  battalions  gained 
possession  of  Arleux-en-Gohelle  and  the  old  German  line  south 
of  this. 

"Between  Croisilles  and  Bapaume  and  to  the  south,  English 
and  New  Zealanders  again  in  heavy  fighting  repulsed  numbers 
of  determined  counter-attacks  delivered  by  German  divisions 
recently  brought  up  to  reinforce  the  battle  front.  Heavy 
losses  were  inflicted  on  these  divisions  in  their  unsuccessful 
attacks. 

•  "Despite  their  efforts  to  prevent  our  advance,  our  troops 
stormed  the  village  of  Beugnatre  and  progressed  at  several 
points  between  Beugnatre  and  Croisilles.

AMSTERDAM.  Auf.  27. — The  au- 
preme  army  command  In  Finland  has 
been  dissolved  by  Premier  Bvlnhuf- 
vld,  the  Kreux  Zcltunr-ot  Berlin  says 
it  learns  from  Helalnvfora.  and  Gen- 
eral WUkman  haa  been  appointed  to 
command  the  Finnish  army.  It  Is 
added  that  the  change  does  not  af- 
fect Colonel  Thestonf,  the  comman- 
der-in-chief of  the  sea  and  land 
forces.

Oror  Old  Battleflelds 

The  text  of  the  day  statement 
reads: 

"Severe  flghtlng  took  place  tn  the 
field  of  the  old  Somme  battle  be* 
tween  Marlcourt  knd  Bapaume.  and 
jilso  north  of  the  latter  town  yes* 
terday  and  yester«Miy  evening. 

"The  enemy  counter-attacked  re- 
peatedly In  strength,  incurring  great 
losses  from  the  Are  of  our  troops, 
but  being  unable  to  arrest  our  pro- 
gress. 

"  "English  and  Welsh  troops  pushed 
through  Montauban  and  advanced 
along  the  crest  of  the  ridge,  captur- 
ing High  wood  and  reaching  Longue- 
val. In  the  latter  village  we  were 
heavily  counter-attacked  and  forced 
back  toward  ^axentln-Ie-Grand  and 
High  wood.  On  this  line  we  broke 
the  enemy  attack,  and.  again  advane- 
ln|r.  established  ourselves  to  the  east 
of  High  wood. 

"Early  in  the  night  a  second  ene- 
^y  counter-attack  was  driven  off  by 
rifle  Are  before  (he  Germans  reached 
our  positions. 

"North  of  High  wood  the  enem) 
'twice  counter-attacked  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Llgny  and  Thilloy.  press- 
ing back  bur  advanced  troops  some 
400  or  SOO  yards.  There  hts  Infan- 
try was  stopped  and  driven  back. 

"At  Bapaume  the  New  Zealanders 
after  fleroe  flghtlng  established  them- 
selvee  In  the  northern  outskirts  of 
that  town.  '  • 

"Farther  north  English  troop*  pro- 
gressed toward  Beugnatre.  We  have 
hard  flghtlng  about  Croisilles. 

"On  the  right  flank  of  the  battle- 
front  the  Australians  continued  their 
advance  astride  the  Somme  and  made 
substantial  progress  toward  Dom- 
plerre  and  to  the  east  of  Susanne.

GERMAN  BODIES 
ON  DANISH  COAST 


COPENHAGEN,  Aug. 
27. — It  is  reported  by  the 
authorities  in  Jutland  that 
during  the  past  few  days  the 
bodies  of  130  German  mar- 
ines have  been  washed 
ashore  on  the  Western  coast 
of  Jutland.  The  authorities 
say  that  it  has  been  substan- 
tiated that  the  marines  were 
on  German  destroyers,  which 
likely  were  lost  during  an 
engagement  or  by  coming  in 
conuct  with  mines. 


(CANADIAN  PRESS  DESPATCH 
FROM  RBUTBR'S  LIMITED) — 
LONDON.  Aug.  27. — Paris  news- 
papers point  out  that  the  British 
position  Is  even  better  than  the  com- 
muillcations  make  out.  As  an  ex- 
ample of  this  they  Intimate  that  the 
British  have  never  claimed  to  have 
captured  a  place  until  It  has  been 
consolidated. 

French  correspondents  with  Gen. 
Byng's  army  described  an  epic  flght 
during  the  night  time,  when  there 
was  a  great  clash  between  the  Ger- 
mans and  the  British  with  bayonets 
and  hand  grenades  in  the  light  of 
sonfe  flaming  tanks,  whose  petrol 
was  burning  as  a  result  of  shell  fire. 
Saurts  of  flames  90  feet  high  lit  up 
hundreds  of  airmen,  who.  despite  the 
torrential  rain,  poured  a  deadly  ma- 
chine gun  fire  into  the  enemy,  while 
thousands  of  men  engaged  in  a  deadly 
mad  bloody  grapple. 

One  paper  says:  "It  was  a  gigantic 
tragedy,  ending  finally  in  the  utter  de- 
feat of  the  enemy."

Ready  to  Begin  Operation  of  Coastwise  Vessels  on 

Assurances  From  Sir  Robert  Borden  That 

Mutters  in  Dispute  Will  Be  Adjusted  to 

Satisfaction  of  All  Concerned.

The  coastwise  shipping  tie-up  ie 
ended,  as  far  as  the  masters  and 
mates  are  concerned,  and  "the  vessels 
will  be  In  operation  again  as  soon  as 
the  owners  call  on  the  commanders 
of  the  various  vessels  to  return  to 
service. 

The  end  of  the  deadlock  came  at 
an  early  hour  this  morning,  w<lien  the 
members  of  the  locel  branch  of  the 
Canadian  Merchant  Service  Guild  In- 
formed the  Royal  Commission  tha't 
they  had  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution and  that  It  had  received  the 
endorsement  of  the  Vancouver  mem- 
bers of  the  OuUd: 

"Whereas,  assurances  have  been 
received  from  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
Prime  Mlni:(ter,  and  alito  from  the 
Royal  Commlaslon.  that  recognition  of 
(he  Canadian  Mdi^hant  Service  OuUd, 
•a  tha  basis  of  tbe  status  of  the  Im- 
pertal  Merchnnl  Service  .Guild.  wUl  be 
given  by  the  employers,  and  that  a 
fair  and  satlafaetory  adjustment  of, 
wagns  and  working  eonditlons  will  be 
given  promptly. 

"Resolved,  that  we.  tha  Victoria 
manrt>«ra  of  the  Canadian  Merchant 
Servloe  Guild,  hereby  agr^e  to  resume 
our  services,  bellerlng  thst  by  so  do- 
ing we  will  necure  a  prompt  and  fair 
adjustment  of  matters  In  disputa  and 
not  impede  or  Interfere  with  the  re- 
a«tr«maBU  ot  Hf  nation  at  this  tUn*." 


The  resolution  was  endorsed  unani- 
mously by  the  Vancouver  members, 
who  added  as  a  recommendation 
"that  the  present  decision  be  not  con- 
sidered a  break  in  the  services  and 
that  members  in  the  lake  and  river 
services  hifve  the  same  consideration 
as  coast  members." 

When  receiving  a  copy  of  the  reso- 
lution the  members  of  the  Royal 
Commission  last  night  stated  that 
they  were  delighted  to  have  been  able 
to  get  the  ships  Into  action  after  mo 
short  a  tie-up.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  Royal  Commlsslbn  would  notify 
the  vesael  owners  that  the  masters 
and  mates  were  prepared  to  return 
to  their  ahlpa  and  Hhat  the  owners 
should  call  on  the  men  as  they  were 
required,  those  who  were  not  easily 
to  be  located  being  got  In  touch  with 
through  the  Guild. 

The  Royal  Commission  will  resume 
lU  hearings  on  questions  recardtng 
which  further  evidence  Is  required 
and  there  will  be  but  little  delay  In 
the  baUnce   of   the  Mearlniv. 

Asked  as  to  an  Interim  decision, 
with  special  refensnce  to  the  recognl- 
tien  of  the  Guild.  Mr.  MeVety  said 
It  was  probable  that  there  would  he 
no  sueir  announcement,  that  point  be-

also  said  a  decision  on  the  matter

OTTAWA,  Aug.  27.— Major  General 
Mewtium,  Mlnlstar  of  Militia,  on  his 
return  to  Canada  from  overseas,  is- 
sued  the  following  statement: 

'1  have  just  returned  from  an  ardu- 
ous, interesting,  and  I  hope  a  protlt- 
able  visit  to  our  troops  in  England 
and  at  the  front,  and  have  Drought 
back  with  me  some  definite  Impres- 
sions. 

"First,  with  regard  to  the  troops  of 
the  Canadian  army  corps  I  found 
permeating  all  ranks  a  feeling  of  un- 
bounded confidence,  and,  what  la  even 
better,  a  spirit  of  loyalty,  team  play 
and  esprit  de  corps  throughout  all 
ranka  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest 
That  the  Canadian  army  corps  is  at 
the  top  of  its  form  is,  of  course,  ap> 
imrent  to  all  In  view  of  its  magnifi- 
cent accomplishments  during  the 
operations  on  August  8  and  9  and 
succeeding  days.  Splendid  as  has 
been  the  organization  and  efficiency 
displayed  in  previous  battles,  the  re- 
cent operations,  in  the  rapidity  and 
thorougBness  of  the  results  obtained, 
must  be  regarded  as  the  most  notable 
achievement  of  Canadian  arms. 
Country's  Support  Eifectlvc 

"I  desire  to  convey  to  the  Canadian 
people  the  definite  statement  of  the 
corps  commander,  Lieut.-General  Sir 
Arthur  Currie.  and  Lieut.-General  Sir 
Richard  Turner,  Chief  of  the  Cana- 
dian General  BtalT,  that  the  contin- 
uous and  adequate  flow  of  reinforce- 
ments has  been  perhaps  the  most  Im- 
portant contributory  factor  in  creat- 
ing and  maintaining  the  high  morale 
of  the  Canadian  troops.  After  the  re- 
cent operattons,  Lieut. -General  Sir 
Arthur    Currie   cabled    me   as    follows: 

"  'Your  kind  message  of  Congratu- 
lation is  sincerely  appreciated  by  all 
ranks  of  the  corps.

"On  the  same  date,  General  Currie 
wrote  me  at  length,  and  from  his 
letter  I  quote  the  following:

Give  us  the 
men  and  we  will  never  let  you  down.' 

"I  can  speak  in  equally  warm  terms 
respecting  the  efllolency  in  their  own 
sphere  of  action  of  the  Canadian 
troops  In  France  outside  tha  Cana- 
dian corps,  numt>ering  Isome  forty 
thousand.  Among  the  fighting  troops, 
the  Canadian  cavflry  brigade  has 
gained  great  renown.

Press  Comments  on  His  Speech 
and  That  of  Senator  Lodge 
Declare  Germany  Must  Fight 
to  End. 


Many  Villages  and  Woods  Overrun   North  and 
South  of  Somme  River  and  Valuable  High  Posi- 
tions Captured  —  Enemy  Making  Desper-     ' 
ate  Efforts  to  Keep  Hold  on  Bapaume. 

rWTftE  BRITISH  ARIVHTIN  FRANCEr  Aug.  27.— (By  the" 
Associated  Press.) — Having  been  still  further  extended  by  attacks 
launched  north  of  the  river  Scarpe,  the  battle  today  was  raging  along 
a  field  almost  forty-five  miles  long,  and  the  British  with  renewed  vigor 
were  rolling  up  the  boche  before  them  and  sweeping  eastward. 

Nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  battlefield  hard  fighting  has  been  in 
progress  along  the  old  Hindenburg  line  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Croisilles,  Fontaine-les-Croisilles  and  Bullecourt,  and  once  through 
the  German's  strong  defenses  in  this  locality  open  fresh  ground 
remains  beyond. 

The  Hindenburg  line  has  actually  been  pierced  at  one  place  cast 
of  Heninel,  and  the  weaker  portion  of  It,  northwest  of  Fontaine-les> 
Croisilles,  has  been  captured  and  mopped  up. 

High  Point  Captured 

During  today's  flghtlng  the  British. 


COPENHAGEN,  Aug.  27.— The  re- 
ply of  Lord  Robert  Cecil,  Under  Sec- 
retary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  made  on 
August  23  to  the  address  before  the 
German  Society  two  days  earlier  by 
Dr.  W.  N.  Solf,  the  German  Colonial 
Secretary,  and  the  speech  of  Senator 
.Lodge,  of  Massachusetts.  Republican 
leader  In  the  Senate,  continue  to  be 
commented  upon  by  the  Berlin  press 
along  the  same  lines —  that  Germany 
must  now  stand  or  fall  fighting. 

Theodore  Wolff,  writing  in  The 
Berlin  Tageblatt,  after  referring  to 
Lord  Robert  Cecil's  declaration  that 
he  himself  is  an  advocate  of  peace, 
says: 

"We  are  confronted  with  the 
tragic  inescapable  necessity  of  hold- 
ing out  with  quiet  determination  until 
Lord  Robert  Cecil's  love  of  peace  sbaU 
display  Itself  more  peacefully." 

Dr.  Wolff  declares  that  It  is  untrue 
that  Dr.  Solf'a  speech  was  of  a  sort 
never  heard  before  tbe  fortunes  of 
war  changed. 

Dr.  Wolff  adds:  "It  Is  correct  that 
only  recently  the  great  advocates  of 
force  were  able  to  make  much  noise, 
and  even  the  progreselve  party  was 
carried  away  by  the  fiery  eloquence  of 
Herr  Muller,  of  Meiningen,  who  made 
a  few  false  steps  into  the  camp  of  the 
annexionlsts." 

The  Vosslscbe  Zeitung,  of  Berlin 
asks: 

"Where  Is  that  peaceful  spirit  of 
President  Wilson,  who  once  declared 
there  must  be  neither  conquerors  nor 
conquered?"  The  Vossisrhe  Zeitung 
declarea  it  has  always  known  that 
England's  war  aim  was  the  political 
and  economic  subjection  of  Germany. 
It  addi: 

"And  now  after  the  sacrifices  In 
men  and  money  made  by  England  and 
the  United  States,  If  the  outcome  of 
the  war  is  to  be  proflUble  for  them 
It  means  that  peace  must  bring  not 
only  the  complete  power leasnesa  of 
the  German  Empire,  but  alao.  if  pos- 
sible, that  of  alt  Eorbpe  as  the  proper 
reward  for  the  Anglo-Saxon  naUoas."

captured  high  ground  from  which

The  Bois  du  Sart.  one  of 
these  places,  llesi  south  of  the  Scarpe 
and  northeast  of  Monchy-le-Preux, 
and  it  was  feared  that  here  the 
enemy  might  hold  up  the  advance 
for  a  time.  It  was  captured  after  a 
short  fierce  struggle.  In  which  the 
Germans  lost  heavily. 

Another  valuable  point,  Montau- 
ban, northwest  of  Mamets,  fell  this 
morning  siftsr  the  Germans  had  been 
given  orders  to  hold  it  at  all  costs. 
These  orders  w«re  suddenly  changed, 
and  the  enemy  retired  in  retreat. 

Still   another   is   Dompierre,   south- 
east  of   Cappy-sur-Somme.        Domp-. 
lerre    was   reached    in    the    forenoon. 
From   this  point  there  is  low  roHlng 
country  all  the  way  back  to  Peronne. 
The    British    at    this    place    ar«    now 
only  six  miles  from  Peronne,  where  i 
the  Sofnme  bends  to  the  south. 
BapMiine   Nearly   Surrounded 

Bapaume,  having  been  almost  sur- 
rounded, has  been  entered  by  the 
British  patrols  and  they  have  been 
flghtlng  in  the  streets.  The  town  is 
a  "No  Man'^  Land"  for  a  moment, 
but  Its  complete  oaj>tur«  Momg  only 
a  matter  of  hours.  >,•  L^'"--i. /.■>'' 

The  Germans  are  exhibiting  still 
'greater  anxiety  to  get  away  from  the 
advancing  British,  and  even  the 
morale  of  the  enemy  machine  gun- 
ners seems  to  be  diminishing,  aa  they 
are  not  holding  to  their  posts  with 
as  much  determination  as  early  in 
the  battle. 

North  of  the  Scarpe,  where  the 
operatiens  taken  in  conjunction  with 
those  south  ^f  the  river  are  gradu- 
ally releaslhil '  the  pressure  on  Arras. 
the  outskirts  of  Plouvaln  were  reach- 
ed, and  the  line  then  ran  at  an 
angle  slightly  west  and  due  nqrth  of 
this  point,  with  the  British  still 
going  rapidly  and  the  enemy  resis- 
tance   decreasing. 

South  of  the  Searpe  the  British 
reached  Pelves,  but  the  situation 
there  Is  uncertain.  Almost  directly 
south  of  It  the  Bois  du  Sart  and 
surrounding  ground  have  been  cap- 
tured, and  thus  Pelves  cannot  hold 
out  long. 

-Flchttng  at  Croisilles 

London  troops  approached  close  to 
Croisilles.  |>ut  a  hot  machine  gun 
flre  caused  tri^m  to  pause.  At  the 
same  time  other  troops  attacked  to 
the  north  against  Fontaine-les-Crois- 
llles.  Having  reached  the  outskirts 
of  that  place  they  swung  southward 
to  outflank  Croisilles.  They  were 
meeting  with  stiff  resistance  here, 
but  the  Germans  are  rapidly  l>eing 
overcome. 

To  the  south  of  this  place  the 
British  have  pushed  well  to  the  east 
of  St.  Leger,  and  are  flighting  Just 
northwest  of  Ecoust-8t.  Meln,  be- 
tween that  town  and  Croisilles. 
Fighting  likewise  is  In  progrese  in  the 
outskirts   of   Vaulx-Vranrourt. 

X^st  of  Bapatnne  the  line  has  l>een 
extended  along  the  railway  to  Cam- 
hrai. 

Marlcourt  and  the  ground  to  ihe 
east  are  In  British  hands.  Trones 
station  and  wood  and  the  ground  to 
the  east  were  captured,  as  well  as 
the  Moulin  de  Fargny,  on  the  Somi«e 
River  bank,  which  was  in  the  Bri- 
tish front  lines  at  the  opening  of  the 
flrst  *battle  of  the  Somme.  Vaux 
wood  alao  was  occupied  and  held 
flrmly.

All 
the  Britleh  guns  have  been  moved  up 
and  ate  following  close  behind  the 
infantry  and  the  tanks. 

The  barrage  laid  down  north  ot 
the  Somme  today  was  as  heavy  as 
any  since  the  battle  began,  but  the 
enemy  counter-barrage  was  so  thin  a« 
hardly  to  deserve  the  name.  Obvious- 
ly the  Germans  are  trying  to  save  ag 
many  guna  as  possible.  But  despite 
this  they  lost  many  today.  One  small 
British  formation  alone  captured  two 
complete  77  German  fleld  batteries 
since  yesterday,  .^le  capture  of  tl)esa 
light  batteries  is  signifloant.  The  Ger- 
mans ran  for  their  lives  when  th« 
British  suddenly  appeared  close  to 
them,  and  did  not  even  make  an  ef- 
fort to  savs  their  guns. 

The  enemy  machine  gunners  have 
shown  a  similar  spirit,  their  princi- 
pal idea  apparently  now  being  to  save 
themselves. 

German  soldiers  also  have  bfgun  to 
exhibit  the  greatest  contempt  for 
their  own  ofllcers,  and  are  Jeering  at 
them  and  loudly  proclaiming  their 
views  in  no  uncertain  manner. 

Going  to  such  lengths  'would  un- 
doubtedly result  In  court-martial  and

Midnight  —  lAri*  reinforeements 
are  being  thrown  in  by  the  Germans 
In  the  neighborhood  of  Bapaume.  ea- 
pecially  at  the  town  itself,  and  in  the 
area  Immediately  south  of  It.  Al- 
though there  Is  much  eonfuslon  In 
the  enemy  ranks,  his  resistance  eti:- 
ened  appreolably  tonight. 

There  haa  been  hard  flghtlng  in  the 
vicinity  of  Thilloy,  south  of  Ba- 
paume.

Twice  each 
paay  General  Ludendorff's  communica- 
tJons  announce  "victorious  repulses," 
bat  a  riance  at  the  mcp  shows  each 
successive  location  mentioned  as  the 
scene  of  fishtins  Ilea  a  few  miles  east* 
ward. 

This,  saya  The  HamburK  Nachrlch- 
ten's  miliury  expert,  "is  a  bad  sign 
for  the  enemy,  because  it  shows  that 
hie  attempts  to  pierce  the  German 
front  have  failed,  and  that  he  seeks 
to  substitute  width  for  depth."  He 
further  argues  that  "the  earlier  Ger- 
man thrust  toward  Amiens  forestalled 
the  enemy,  and  now,  evelk  if  the  Ger- 
mans are  losing  ground  it  is  no  abso- 
lute gain  for  the  enemy,  but  merely 
the  recovery  of  earlier  losses." 

These  sophistries  are  not  wholly 
shared  by  The  Kreuz  Zeltung's  critic, 
who  frankly  admits  that  it  is  the  Ger- 
man scheme  that  has  gone  wrong,  in- 
asmuch as  "the  enemy  had  success- 
fully evaded  battle  on  both  sides  of 
Rheims  and.  therefore,  the  German 
plan  to  tie  up  and  split  the  enemy  re- 
serves haa  failed."  He  says  inciden- 
tally that  "American  aid  has  hap- 
pened to  flow  somewhat  freer  than 
anticipated,  and  Marshal  Koch  is 
thereby  able  to  deliver  his  blow." 

It  la  no  longer  a  fight  for  lines,  but 
for  deep  sones,  this  critic  says,  and 
the  task  of  the  German  army  is  to  de- 
stroy the  enemy's  forces  within  these 
zone*.  He  insists  that  strategic  suc- 
aesa  wiU  ba  danleA  Marshal  Foeh  foO' 
causa  the  prellpilnary  conditions  for 
sucoeas  are  lacking,  but  the  battle,  he 
thinks,  will  continue  for  a  long  time. 

Th«  German  Tages  Zeltung  follows 
another  line  of  thought,  and  believes 
that  "the  next  few  days  must  show 
that  Marshal  Foch  needs  breathing 
space,  as,  strategically,  he  has  already 
lost  the  battle  and  the  enemy's  losses 
are  enormous." 

The  Nord  Deutsche  Allgemeine  Zel- 
tung cryptically  explains  why  the 
Franco-British  gain  of-  territory  is 
a  loss,  aiid  shakes  lu  head  over  "the 
poor  deluded  Americans,  who  in  their 
pride  came  over  to  dictate  peace  in  a 
few  weeks,  and  now.  instead  of  a  brief 
adventure,  find  themselves^nvolved  in 
battlea  which  will  be  hard  4nd  long." 
The  Rhenish  Westphaliaii^  Gazette 
oarrespondent.  Baron  von  dervAsten, 
fills  a  column  with  "justifiable  hope" 
Hhat  the  German  army  will  be  unbeat- 
able, although  he  is  not  very  comTort- 
able  about  tt,  for  he  s^ys  "the  battle  is 
very  hard  and  the  enemy's  superiority , 
In  n)«n  and  material  is  very  great."

army,  after  beating  the  Germans  in 
the  battle  positions  before  Roye,  took 
the  town  today  and  now  are  pursuing 
the  Germans,  who  arc  in  retreat  on  a 
line  extending  from  Hallu  to  the  re- 
gie*! south  of  Roye. 

At  four  o'clock  this  afternoon.  Gen. 
Debeney's  men  were  In  the  region  of 
^lattencourt,  where  the  line  pasHca 
Just  west  of  Cremery  and  Oruny,  by 
Carrepuls  and  to  the  west  of  Roiglloe 
and   west  of  Verpillieres. 

The  French  encircling  tactics  over- 
came the  new  German  system  of  de- 
fense by  the  profuse  use  of  machine 
guns,  titrongly  prdtected  and  heavily 
armed  positions  were  turned  one 
after  the  other,  until  the  enemy  waa 
obliged  to  abandon  the  llrst  and  then 
the  second  line  of  defenses  of  11>14, 
upon  which  he  fell  back  after  being 
drU'en  out  of-  Montdidier.

ON  TOE  VESLB  FRONT.  Aug.  27.—

attacked  the  Germans  In  the  region 
of  Basoches.  three  miles  *  west  tt 
Flsmes^  Simultaneously  the  Ger- 
mans attacked  the  American  lines  at 
Fismette,  aboi^t^a  mil*  northwest  of 
Fismeq. 

infantry  fighting  in  the  outskirts  of 
Baaoches  still  is  continuing.  The 
Americans  at  prasent  ara  holding  the 
upper  hand. 

In  their  atuok  on  Flsmetta  the 
Germans  bombarded  the  town  with 
heavy  guns  and  aerial  bombs.  Ger- 
man aviators  endeavored  to  drive  the 
Americans  from  the  houys  In  £Ms- 
matta.  so  that  German  machine  gun- 
ners in  the  hills  could  pick  them  oft. 
One  Germap  Mcplane  descended 
within  600  feet  of  the  Fismette  roofs, 
firing  machine  guns.  The  Amerlci^ns 
drove  It  away  with  their  machine 
guns.  The  Americans  are  holding . 
Fismette  securely.  German  artillery 
continued  to  bombard  the  villaf*  at 
Intervals  during  the  day. 

The  American  attack  on  Baxoches 
was  made  in  daylight  and  the  Ameri- 
cans improved  their  positions,  al- 
though the  Germans  resisted  stub- 
bornly. 

The  Germans  andaavorad  to  send 
additional  infantrymen  to  reinforce 
their  lines  and  as  they  pftssed  down 
the  hill  north  of  Baioches  many  of 
tham  ware  killed  by~4ha- Stanch  and 
American  artillery  "and  iuichtne  guns. 

A  stiff  barrage  precXed  the  Am- 
erican infantry  attack,  and  the  bona- 
bardment  was  answered  fUtlously  by 
the  Germans. 

The  Germans  endeavored  to  rein- 
force their  Infantry  fighting  in  the 
region  of  Bazoches,  but  were  unable 
to  send  up  any  large  numbers  of  men 
owing  to  the  activity  of  the  French 
and  American  artillery  on  the  hills 
south  of  the  Vesle.  The  Germans 
raked  the  hills  with  77's  in  an  effort 
to  nut  out  of  commission  the  Allied 
batteries.  At  one  time  they  dropped 
15  shells  each  minute  In  the  vicinity 
ot  St.  Thlbaut.  Notwithstanding  the 
enemy's  fire,  however,  the  French  and 
Americans  continued  to  pour  metal 
across  the  Vesle  whenever  any  Ger- 
mans appeared.

LONDON,  Aug.  27.-."B»tween  Aug. 
ust  31  and' August  26,"  taid  an  official 
statement  Issued  today  by  the  British 
Admiralty,  "the  British  air  (orces 
with  the  navy  bombarded  the  Bruges 
'docks,  the  Bruges  and  Zeebrugge 
moles,  the  Zeebrugge  canal,  the  Ost- 
end  docks,  St.  Pierre,  the  Solvay 
works,  the  towns  of  Mlddelkerka  and 
Mirlaaler.  We  also  dropped  bombs 
on  Oerman  atrdrames  at  Costaoker 
Qhistellcs.  MamlraKerke  and  VUsag-i 
hem. 

"About  27  tons  of  bombs  were 
dropped.  Five  hostile  machines  were 
destroyed  and  Ave  others  were 
brought  down  out  of  control.  Four 
of  our  sirDlanes  are   missing." 

"At  Bnig«8  many  good  bursts  were 


gomnae.  East  of  Arras  the  enemy 
attacked  on  both  sides  of  the  Scarpa. 
North  of  the  river  his  attacks  were 
arrested  before  our  battle  line,  which 
had  been  bent  back  on  Roeux. 

"South  of  the  Scarpa  our  foremost 
troops  '  yielded  on  command  to  en- 
emy attacks  made  with  numerous 
tanks  and  strong  infantry  forces,  and 
withdrew  to  the  heights  of  Moncby- 
lO'Preux. 

"There  the  Are  of  our  Infantry  «nd 
artillery,  standing  ready  to  repel  the 
attacks,  received  the  enemy,  and  after 
a  bitter  fight  the  adversary  pressed 
forward  over  Monchy  and  Guemappe 
helghta.  '  Our  counter-attack  threw 
him  back  to  the  east  slope  of  the 
heights. 

"The  mafn*  point  of  the  attempt  to 
break  through  by  the  English  and 
Canadian  troops  lay  to  the  south  of 
the  Soarpe.  The  thrust  was  stemmed 
in  our  positions  on  both  sides  of  the 
Arras-Cambral  road. 

"A  storming  attaok  directed  against 
Cherlsy  collapsed  before  that  place. 
The  enemy  continued  his  attacks  on 
both  sides  of  Bapaume,  with  the 
heavy  bringing  In  of  tanks.  North 
of  Bapaume  the  heights  southeast  of 
Mory  and  Beugnatre  were  the  feci 
of  the  battle.  After  several  futile 
storming  attacks  the  enemy  got  a 
foothold  on  the  heights  In  the  even- 
ing. Bengnatre.  after  long  lighting, 
stIU    remained   In   our    hands. 

'Southwest  of  Bapaume  the  enemy 
established  htnvielf  In  Thilloy  and 
Martlnpuich.  The  remainder  of  the 
enemy  attacks,  re^^e^ed  here  on  a 
broad  front  until  late  In  the  evening, 
collapsed   sanguinarily. 

"Destroyed  enemy  tanks  are  lying 
before  and  behind  our  lines.  South 
of  Martlnpuloh  the  enemy  preaaed 
forward  over  Bazentln  Into  Montau- 
ban.  We  threw  him  back  out  of 
Montauban  by  'a  counter  thrust.  En- 
emy attacks  south  of  Mqntauban  also 
came  %o  a  standstni."

WITH  THE  CANADIAN  FORCES. 
Au».  27.— (Noon). — (By  J.  F.  B. 
Ltveaay,  Canadian  "P^ew  Correapon- 
dent). — Combined  Canadian  and^  Bcot- 
tliih  forces  at  3  o'clocic  thla  morning 
atUclted  th«  enemy  north  and  south 
of  the  Scarpe  River  over  a  front  of 
about  Ave  miles  to  the  vicinity  of 
Meroatel.  The  attack  was  preceded 
by  an  Intense  bombardment  of  the  en- 
emy's main  and  support  lines,  and 
was  accompanied  by  a  barrage  that 
lifted  with  mathematical  precision  as 
the  infantry  advanced.  It  was  pushed 
with  great  vigor  unUI  aU  the  objec- 
tives had   been   reached. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  Hln- 
denburg  line  in  this  sector  is  now  in 
our  hands.  A  small  number  of  tanks 
assisted  in  the  advance,  dolnc  excel- 
lent work  in  clearing  avenues  through 
matted  wires.  Moat  of  them  trundled 
home  at  I  o'clock,  their  task  being  ac- 
complished. But  especially  it  was  a 
battle  of  artillery  and  Infantry.  Great 
support  was  lent  by  heavy  batteries 
of  the  Imperial  forces,  whose  well- 
directed  (Ire  kept  down  that  of  the 
eneniy  guns  and  successfully  sought 
out  and  destroyed  dump  after  dump 
of  the  enemy's  ammunition. 

The  Canadians  and  Highlanders 
participating  in  the  battle  were  set 
to  a  by-no-means-easy  task.  After 
over  a  fortnight  of  perfect  weather 
conditions,  heavy  rain  fell  last  night 
and  continued  off  and  on  through  the 
night  and  forenoon.  The  going, 
therefore,  was  heavy,  and  the  red 
clay  of  the  trenches  sticky  and  sod- 
den.

the  clouded  skies  largely  ofTset  the  ad- 
vantage of  good  moonlight.  The 
troops  often  had  to  grope  their  way 
In  the  dark  amid  rusted  wire  and 
foundered  trenches,  but  the  infan- 
try was  not  to  be  denied. 

In  some  cases  the  enemy's  defence 
was  not  serious  until  a  penetration  of 
about  a  thousand  yards  had  been 
made,  but  In  others  It  was  stiff  rtght- 
Ing  all  day. 

At  an  early  stage  the  Scottish 
troops  .«frected  the  entrance  of  three 
trenches  of  the  Hlndenburg  line  on 
their  sector,  and  two  hours  later  the 
whole  of  it  was  In  our  hands.  This 
lack  of  morale  may  be  •zt>lained  In 
some  slight  degree  by  the  inclusion 
of  several  hundred  Alsatians  among 
our  prisoners.  One  of  these,  who 
spoke  perfect  French,  explained  that 
he  was,  after  all.  content  to  be  a  pris- 
oner. 

"We  flght  and  give  flght,"  he  said. 
"We  expect  to  do  the  best  we  can 
for  our  country.  Now  for  me  it  is 
over.  I  have  a  sister  in  Paris.  I 
shall  be  glad  to  see  Germany  beaten, 
and  she  knows  It.  She  is  short  of 
ammunition,  and  has  used  up  all  her 
men.  Look  at  these  rosy-cheeked 
boys  of  16  and  17.  Are  they  fit  to  be 
soldiers?" 

"Oo  It,  you  Canadians."  a  captured 
officer  cried.  "Go  right  to  Berlin. 
That's  the  only  way  you  can  end  this 
bloodshed." 

It  is  a  stark,  desolate  battleHeld. 
The  hand  of  the  boche  hangs  over  it 
It  is  all  a  waste. 

The  village  of  Neuville-Vltaase  and 
the  best  part  of  the  whole  line  was 
taken  by  the  brllllantly-oonceived  and 
executed  turning  movement  on  the 
part  of  a  Western  battalion.  The 
barrage  Is  obliterating,  and  not  one 
stone  stands  upon  another. 

Beauraines  is  a  little  better.  For 
1.000  yards  in  front  of  this  village 
were  our  forward  batteries,  brought 
up  during  the  night,  and  they  were 
not  more  than  that  distance  from  the 
enemy's  line  when  they  opened  fire. 
Only  a  shallow  valley^  lay  between 
the  opposing  armies.  A  principal  ob- 
jective was  the  high  plateau  of 
Monchy-le-Preux,;  dominating  the 
surrounding  terrain  and  a  bar  to  any 
eastward  advance.  This  stronghold 
was  taken  early  in  the  forenoon  by  a 
successful  turning  movement  and 
with  a  minimum  of  losses.  It  opened 
the  door  to  our  eastward  advance. 
The  battle  is  still  In  progress  and 
doubtless  the  enemy  is  assembling  his 
reserves  In  a  desperate  effort  to  stem 
the  tide.  The  present  penetration  is 
about  6,000  yards,  and  we  thus  hold 
the  Scarpe  River  to  the  outskirts  of 
Pelves. 

The  number  of  prisoners  may  be  es- 
timated at  2,000  to  date,  with  an  un- 
ascertained number  of  guns. 

Much  of  the  success  is  again  due  to 
brilliant  staff  work  whereby  the  pres- 
ence of  Canadians  was  entirely  con- 
cealed from  the  enemy.  Prisoners  ad- 
mit that  it  was  a  complete  surprise. 
A  single  Canadian  unit  was  known  to 
be  operating  in  the  vicinity,  but  this 
was  regarded  as  a  camouflage  to 
cover  a  movement  elsewhere. 

To  this  notable  success  the  High- 
landers contributed  materially. '  The 
boche  showed  his  spleen  by  heavily 
bombarding  what  is  left  of  Arras  with 
his  long  range  guns.

FRENCH  CORPORAL 

GETS  700  PRISONERS 

WITH  THE  FRENCH  ARMT  IN 
FRANCE,  Aug.  1  •.—(Correspond- 
ence)— The  capture  of  700  Germans 
Is  the  exploit  attributed  to  Pierre 
Celller,  aged  St,  a  corporal  In  the 
French  tank  corps.  Two  fleld  pieces 
also  were  taken. 

Celller  has  been  awarded  the  Cross 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  a,  reward 
rarely  given  to  anyone  but  a  oom- 
missloned  officer. 

Celller  was  In  comnuuid  of  a  tank 
manned  by  IB  Americans  in  the  re- 
cent fighting  on  the  Marne  salient. 
A  shell  struck  the  tank  and  rendered 
It  useless.  The  men  then  advanced 
on  foot.  Celller  discovered  th*  Ger- 
mans ambushed  In  a  cave.  He  kept 
gtiaai  at  the  entrance  for  aa  hoar. 
wbHI  a  German  appeared  with  a 
white  flag.  Behind  the  first  on* 
came  the  rest  of  the  700,  one  by 
one.  The  Oermans  threw  down  their 
arms  before  Celller  and  marebsd  to 
the  rear  at  his  direction.

OTTAWA.  Aug.  ST. — ^The  following 
cable  dealing  with  the  operations  on 
the  Western  front  was  received  by 
the  director  of  public  information 
from  the  British  Ministry  of  Infor- 
mation: 

"Some  people  make  insidious  com- 
parisons on  the  extent  of  the  German 
offensive  on  March  21  with  that  of 
the  AnKlo-Frencb  attacic  on  the 
Somme  front  on  August  8.  This 
shows  a  serious  misunderstanding. 
Why  the  Oermans  were  able  to  ad- 
vance more  than  30  miles  In  a  #eek 
was  because  they  had  overwhelming 
numbers,  amounting  to  three  to  one, 
with  the  largest  reserves  available  to 
continue  the  advance  after  the  initial 
assault   had   broken   our   lines. 

"Our  atUck  on  August  8  was  on  a 
much  smaller  scale,  and  the  Allied 
superiority  on  the  actual  front  was 
nofc  nearly  equal  to  that  of  the  Ger- 
niHns  on  March  21,  while  the  avail- 
able reserves  were  not  superior  to 
those  with  which  the  enemy  could 
have  resiated  there.  Notwith8tunding 
these  disadvantages,  the  Allies  on 
August  8  advanced  nearly  haif  the 
distance  of  the  Germans  on  March 
21.  on  a  frontage  much  less  than 
that  of  the  German's  attack,  and 
accomplished  it  in  spite  of  strong  re- 
sistance and  with  fewer  casualties  on 
the  whole  operation  than  the  num- 
ber of  German  prisoners  taken, 
whereas  the  German  casualties  on 
March  21^were  exceedingly  heavy. 

"We  have  now  little  lo  learn,  there- 
fore, in  tactical  methods  from  the 
enemy,  and  he  was  again  completely 
surprised,  both  by  the  attack  of  the 
Tenth  French  Army  between  the  Olse 
and  the  Aisne.  and  the  Third  British 
Army  south  of  Arras,  which  speaks 
volumes  for  the  present  tactical 
methods  and  the  efficiency  of  our 
staff  work. 

"It  is  still  too  early  to  forecfut 
what  the  advantage  between  the 
Aisne  and  the  Oise  will  make  in  the 
situation,  but  it  evidently  seriously 
threatens  the  enemy's  position  north 
of  the  Aisne,  and  if  continued  will 
outflank  the  entire  enemy  line  at  the 
Vesle,  besides  threatening  the  line 
west  of  the  Ol^e.  The  total  number 
of  prisoners  taken  in  three  days  was 
more  than  10,000.  North  of  the 
Somme  the  enemy  continues  to  retire 
gradually  to  the  Serre  salient.  Our 
troops  have  now  advanced  practical- 
ly to  the  Albert-Arras  Railway.  This 
position  threatens  the  right  flank  of 
the  enemy  line  on  the  Ancro  and 
the  important  Thlepval  ridge,  which 
is  of  great  strengih.  The  recently 
shown  desire  of  the  enemy  to  with- 
draw from  salients  to  strengthen  the 
front  may  forebode  a  more  extended 
withdrawal,  as  last  year,  to  the  Hln- 
denburg line.  Though  thare  is  no 
evidence  of  t^ie,  the  heavy  German 
lOFsee  and  their  present  shortage  of 
man-power  make  such  a  retirement 
ncH   improbable. 

"Nothing  of  outstanding  importance 
has  happened  in  Italy,  but  it  Is  inter- 
esting to  not  that  the  Austrian  losses 
on  the  British  front  from  June  16  to 
August  15  are  estimated  at  20.000. 
>vhtre  the  British  losses  were  2,644.'

LONDON,  Aug.  27.  —  (Canadian 
PfPSH  Dispatch  from  Renter's  Ltd.) — 
Minister  of  Militia  has  returned  from 
■"•p"i»Hni8ter  of  Militia,  has  returne  dfrom 
France,  where  he  visited  the  Canad- 
ian corps  ant^went  over  the  ground 
captured  by  the  Canadians  in  their 
victory  before  Amiens.  The  Minis- 
ter's visit  was  first  to  personally  con- 
gratulate General  Curne  and  his  of- 
ficers on  the  magnificent  success,  and 
secondly  to  discuss  with  Oeneral  Cur- 
rie  Important  questions  affecting  the 
administration  of  the  corps.  From 
the  commander  down,  all  Canadians 
in  France  are  most  optimistic  over 
the  result  of  the  present  operation. 

Sir  Edward  was  greatly  Interested 
to  hear  from  the  different  officers 
the  story  of  the  part  which  each 
branch  of  the  Canadian  forces  played 
In  the  great  battle.  He  was  Impressed 
with  the  enthusiasm  each  had  for  his 
own  branch  of  the  service,  also  by 
the  spirit  of  team  play  evidenced  on'^ 
all  hands,  and  Tv;Uibe^t  which  the 
rapid  move  on  very  short  notice  of 
the  whole  corps,  culminating  in  the 
hammer  blow  which  overwhelmed  the 
boche  at  Amiens,  would  not  have 
been  possible. 

Sif  Edward  Kemp  spent  one  day 
of  his  trip  going  a|ound  the  battle- 
field, and  was  greatly  impressed  by 
the  enormous  quantity  of  ammuni- 
tion and  war  material  left  behind  by 
the  Germans  in  their  hurried  retire- 
ment. He  visited  divisional  head- 
quarters, which  occupied  what  had 
been  previously  a  German  headquar- 
ters in  a  wood  through  which  the 
Germans  had  hard  fighting.  Return- 
ing, he  passed  through  villace*  and 
strong  points  held  by  the  Oermans 
which  bad  been  beat^  flat  by  our 
artillery,  and  through  which  our  In- 
fantry had  fought  Its  jra][^  la  hand- 
to-hand  fighting.  '^ 

The  Minister  was  particularly 
struck  with  the  way  the  railroads  had 
been  put  into  shape  by  the  engineers 
immediately  after  the  Infaatry  ad- 
vance, so  that  the  artillery  could  go 
forward.

A  LUXURY  TAX 


Britain's  methods  of  securing  money 
for   war   purposes   leave   few   sources 
of  revenue  untouched,  but  every  care 
is  exercised  to  make  the  burden  fall 
on   those  who  are   best  able   to.  pay. 
The  latest  Impost  which  is  being  ar- 
ranged is  the  Luxury  Tax,  which  is  to 
be  3d  in  the  Is.    This  is  to  be  imposed 
on     luxuries    such    as    jewelry,'    gold 
<.  watches,  silks,  velvets,  fans  and  per- 
fumery.    It   is  expected   motor   cars, 
yachts,   billiard  tables,   works  of  art, 
•urlo*.   antique*  and   musical   instru- 
ments will  come  within  the  category. 
There  will  be  exemptions  in  the  case 
of   musical   and   surgical   Instruments 
used  for  business  or  professional  pur- 
pose*.   As  far  aa  Jewelry  is  concerned 
weddinc  rings  are  to  be  exempt. 

There  is  a  posalbllity  that  when  the 
achedule  is  drawn  up  it  will  be  founi^ 
that  a  suite  of^furniture  coiting  more 
than  126*  will  become  taxable,  and, 
similarly,  a  bedstead  valued  at  more 
than  910.  Motorcyclee  costing  more 
than  9260  it  is  proposed  should  be 
taxed  aod  bicycles  valued  at  more 
than  97 S.  In  the  matter  of  clothint 
It  is  likely  a  limit  will  be  flxed  to  the 
amounts  which  should  be  paid.  It  1* 
said  any  man  paying  more  than  944' 
for  a  suit;  $3.60  for  a  hat,  or  910  for  a 
pair  of  boots  will  run  the  risk  of  being

Vancouver  passengers  practically  step 
from  the  C.  P.  R.  boats  into  a  large 
and  well  Appointed  waiting-room, 
here  we  walk  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to 
get  aboard  after  buying  our  tiekets. 
I  discovered  that  business  houses 
over  there  are  profuse  in  the  display 
of  illuminated  signs  and  well-dressed 
windows.  indicaUng  the  live  and  en- 
thusiastic spirit  of  that  city's  mer- 
chants— one  item  in  the  business  sec- 
tion of  our  own  city  that  could  ^e 
Improved. 

And  I  discovered  also  that  every- 
body, everybody,  everybody,  over 
there.  Is  boosting  Vancouver.  In  that 
likely.  Ilea  th*  germ  of  th*  reaatp 
why  they  overlook  no  opportunity  to 
compare  the  quiet.  retlHng  atmee- 
phere  of  Victoria  with  the  hustling, 
energeUe.  bustn***-g*Mlng '  ardor  ai 
displayed  by  them.

Publicity  Commissioner  C.  L.  Arm- 
strong handed  in  his  resignation  to 
the  executive  of  the  Development  As- 
sociation at  the  meeting  of  that  body 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  the  realgna- 
tion  was  accepted  with  regret,  ^he 
resignation  will  take  effect  on  Sep- 
^mber  7.  and  Mr.  Armstrong  will 
then  leave  for  Chicago  to  take  up  ad- 
vertising work.  He  foresees  a  great 
trade  expansion  after  the  war  which 
will  call  for  expert  merchandising 
and  advertising  knowledge,  and  it  is 
in  order  to  meet  these  conditions  that 
he  is  going  to  the  recognized  home  of 
'  advertising  genius.  He  expects  to 
come  back  to  the  Coast  after  he  haa 
acquired    the    desired   training. 

Taking  the  position  of  Publicity 
Commissioner  in  June  of  10 IJ,  after 
having  been  to  J'rance  as  lieutenant 
and  being  discharged  on  account  of 
ill-health.  Mr.  Armstrong  has  greatly 
increased  the  effectiveness  of  the  De- 
velopment Association  and  Increased 
the  tourist  trade  from  the  Orient  and 
the  States.  His  advertising  experi- 
ence stood  him  in  good  stead,  an^ 
his  amiable  and  likeable  personality 
made  him  friends  on  all  sides.  ' 

Alderman    Androe'    Regrets 
Speaking  of  the  resignation.  Alder-

"I  regret  very  much  the  departure 
of  Mr.  Armstrong  from  Victoria  and 
his  resignation  from  the  post  of  Com- 
missioner.

Mr.  Armstrong  has  had  wide  exper- 
ience, working  for  several  well-known 
papers,  and  starting  his  career  at 
the  age  of  sixteen.  HIh  first  venture 
was  editing  a  weekly  at  Sussex.  New 
Brunswick,  and  this  paper  is  Btlll 
going.  He  next  went  to  the  S^.  John 
Telegraph,  then  to  the  Toronto  News, 
hia  next  step  being  tUs  Winnipeg 
Telegram.  After  joining  the  Montreal 
Gazetty  his  story  on  Plerpont  Morgan 
brought  a  fetter  from  the  Boston 
Herald  asking  for  the  man  who 
wrote  it.  Mr.  Armstrong  went,  and 
held  various  positions  with  that  Jour- 
nal, belng^asslstant  to  the  Sunday 
editor,  a  writer  of  special  stories,  a 
reporter  and  other  things.  He  later 
went  to  the  New  York  Herald,  which 
Is  associated  with  the  Boston  Herald. 
For  the  New  Tork  paper  he  covered 
the  New  England  assignment,  travel- 
ing over  the  whole  of  that  territory 
in  search  of  special  stories.  While 
with  this  paper  he  scooped  the  world 
by  getting  the  first  story  of  Peary 
when  he  landed  at  Battle  Harbor, 
Labrador. 

Advertising    Work 

Continuing  his  wandering  career. 
Mr.  Armstrong  went  to  the  Winnipeg 
Free  Press,  and  then  came  to  The 
Colonist,  on  which  paper  he  held  the 
position  of  llty  editor  when  he  left 
to  become  a  partner  in  the  Hutcharm 
Advertising  Agency. 

The  advertising  trHtnIng  of  Mr. 
Armstrong  was  obtained  In  Boston, 
with  the  Bates  Advcrtlning  Agency. 
He  has  done  advertising  work  through 
his  newspaper  career. 

Mr.  Armstrong  Is  9  member  of  the 
Rotary  Club,  the  Colwood  Golf  Club, 
and  St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  A.  F.  ft  A. 
M.  As  H  golf  player  he  modestly 
clahns  to  have  won  nothing  more  than 
a  fow  golf  balls. 

During  the  last  loan  drive  he  wns 
chairman  of  publicity  and  throvgh 
the  advertising  of  the  affair  the  loan 
was  a  great  success.

Why  were  fifteen  street  sweepers 
discharged  by  the  city  last  Friday? 

This  was  the  question  Alderman 
Fullerton  put  <o  the  City  Council  last 
night.  He  criticized  the  department 
head  responsible  for  the  act  for  ex- 
ceeding his  authority.  Alderman  Ful- 
lerton's  attitude,  however,  was  not 
that  of  the  majority,  who  claimed 
that  the  discharge  of  the  street  sweep- 
ers and  the  consequent  saving  In 
money  was  good  business  policy.  The 
department  head  responsible — City 
Bngineer  Rust — was  upheld,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  aldermen  claimed  it  was 
time  aldermanlc  Interference  with  the 
administration  of  departments  ceased. 

Alderman  Cameron  moved  that 
City  Comptroller  James  L.  Raymur 
should  furnish  the  Council  with  a 
statement  showing  the  difference  be- 
tween the  aggregate  pay  rolls  in  1917 
and  1918  in  the  city's  Inside  and  out- 
side service,  the  police  and  fire  de- 
partments. This  will  be  done. 
Drastic  and  Unwarranted 

"I  want  it  understood  that  the 
Council  had  nothing  to  do  with  this," 
declared  Alderman  Fullerton,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  report  of  the  street 
sweepers'  dismissal.  He  said  he  heard 
about  U  from  outsiders  and  he  con- 
sidered the  action  drastic  and  un- 
warranted. He  explained  that  the 
conciliation  board's  finding  necessi- 
tated the  authorization  of  supplemen- 
tary estimates,  but  until  such  time  aa 
the  Council  should  determine  where 
the  reduction  in  personnel.  If  any, 
should  be  made,  it  was  no  one's  busi- 
ness to  make  the  decision  for  himself. 

"I  want  to  know  who  is  responsible 
for  this?"  demanded  Alderman  Ful- 
lerton. "It  is  particularly  serious  at 
this  time  of  the  year  to  be  without  a 
full  force  of  street  sweepera.  And 
Victoria  is  noted  for  its  clean  streets. 
I  feel  strongly  in  this  matter.  Wo 
alone  are  responsible  to  the  people. 
We  run  the  city,  and  I  claim  the  city 
officials  have  no  authority  to  dis- 
charge such  a  large  number  of  men  at 
once  like  this." 

ITpholds  Engineer 

"The  conciliation  board  made  some 
reference  to  our  interference  with  de- 
partment heads."  stated  Alderman 
Sargent  ,  "I  think  we  had  better  keep 
our  hands  off.  Personally.  I  think 
the  engineer  has  a  right  to  hire  and 
fire  as  he  sees  fit." 

"The  aldermen  are  supreme,"  in- 
sisted Alderman  Fullerton. 

"The  conciliation  board  thought 
otherwise,"  rejplnded  Alderman  Por- 
ter. 

"The  conciliation  board  was  wrong. 
Everybody  knows  that,"  retorted  Ald- 
erman Fullerton. 

"It  is  said  that  the  elimination  of 
fifteen  street  sweepers  would  save  $10,- 
000  a  year,"  said  Alderman  Andros. 
"I  think  the  people  would  commend 
any  action  that  would  effect  such  a 
saving.  After  all.  there  is  not  as  much 
need  for  street  sweeping  as  there  once 
was.  The  conciliation  board  awarded 
13.75  as  the  street  sweeper's  daily 
wage.  To  get  that  $3.75  the  street 
sweeper  has  got  to  work  for  It.  and 
those  who  won't  work  we  can  get  rid 
of.  This  work  always  haa  been  re- 
garded a8.<a  sort  of  charity  proposition 
and  it  was  all  very  well  to  be  classed 
as  that  when  the  wages  were  smaller. 
But  we  have  got  to  get  real  efficiency 
for  the  present  pay.  The  engineer 
h4s  done  what  any  sensible  man  would 
have  done,  yet  the  alderman  says  he 
should    have   done    nothing." 

"So  he  should,"  reiterated  Alderman 
Fullerton. 

3fr.  Rust's  Instructions 

Alderman  Porter,  chairman  of  the 
streets  committee,  then  told  of  a 
conversation  he  had  with  Mr.  Rust. 
Mr.  Rust  had  said  that  there  were 
places  where  a  reduction  in  person- 
nel could  be  made.  Alderman  Porter' 
had  Instructed  the  engineer  to  go 
ahead  and  reduce  where  he  saw  fit. 
"Wasn't  It  common  sense  to  do  that?" 
asked  Alderman  Porter.  "I  regard  It 
as  a  purely  business'  proposition.     The

city  is  piling  up  debts,  and  here  is  a 
chance  for  economy.  These  sweepers 
have  a  good  opportunity  to  get  other 
employment.  I  was  talking  to  a  man 
a  few  days  ago  who  was  very  pleased 
to  think  he  had  been  fired  by  the 
city.  He  had  got  a  much  better  Job 
elsewhere." 

No  Value  for  Money 

Alderman  Walker  also  thought  Mr. 
Rust  had  taken  the  proper  stand.  He 
did  not  think  the  city  was  getting 
value  for  its  money  In  employing  a 
large  number  of  street  sweepers. 

"I  would  advise^he  alderman  to  at- 
tend streets  committee  meetings  In 
the  future,"  said  Alderman  Sangster, 
referring  to  Alderman  Fullerton. 

"The  same  principle  would  apply  to 
the  fire  or  police  departments,"  Ald- 
erman Fullerton  claimed.  "What 
would  we  think,  now,  if  the  chief  fired 
twenty  policemen?" 

"I  wish  he  would,"  remarked  Alder- 
man Andros. 

"There  has. been  too  much  interfer- 
ence In  the  past,"  declared  Alderman 
Porter.  "It  has  had  a  detrimental 
effect.  Let  us  have  more  confidence 
in  our  officials.  If  we  cannot  trust 
them,  let  us  get  others  whom  we  can."

Advlc(!B  have  reached  the  Govern- 
ment  that  several  carloada  of  acces- 
sories h^ve  reached  Vancouver  from 
the  United  States  Steel  Products  Com- 
patiy,  of  Chicago,  these  consisting  of 
bolts,  fish  plates,  etc.,  required  for 
track  laying  Operations.  This  ma- 
terial, originally  intended  for  use  on 
the  P.  G.  E.,  >wiil  be  turned  over  by

Frank  Statements  by  Ministers 
— Church  Realizes  Need  of 
Action — Religious  Revival  to 
Take  Place. 


WAS  1WICE  WOUNDED; 
OFFie  NOW  DEAD 


Lieut.  E.  0.  Reichtel,  Who  Had 
Been  More  Than  Three  Years 
in  righting  Forces,  Has  Been 
Killed.

The  distressing  information  that 
Lieut.  (Acting  Captain)  E.  O.  Reich- 
tel had  been  killed  in  action  has  been 
received  by  relatives  here  of  the 
young  officer,  who  left  Victoria  in 
1915  as  corporal  in  the  30th  Bat- 
talion. 

Lieut,  kelchtel's  three  years  over- 
seas were  responsible  for  his  being 
wounded  more  than  once.  In  the 
battle  of  Festubert  in  the  Spring  of 
1915  he  was  wounded  and  returned 
to  England,  remaining  there  until 
the  following  November.  Before 
reaching  France  the  second  time  he 
had  earned  a  commisi*lon  and  was 
placed  in  command  of  a  machine  gun 
section   of  the   16th   Battalion. 

About  the  middle  of  April  last  year 
Mrs.  Reichtel.  who  lives  on  Fair 
Street,  this  city,  received  informa- 
tion that  Lieut.  Reichtel  had  been 
wounded  seriously  in  the  legs,  and 
on  that  occasion  ho  had  to  be  removed 
again  to  England,  being  given  treat- 
ment in  the  Vint  London  Geieral 
Hospital,  Camberwell,  S.  E.  His 
many  friends  will  be  sorry  to  learn 
that  he  was  not  destined  to  return 
from  France  the  third  time  that  he 
went  over  after  recovering  from  the 
injuries  referred  to  above.

Thia  depot 
will  issue  militia  forms,  militia  books 
and  stationery  as  may  be  required. 
Officers  commanding  units  and  heads 
of  military  departments  have  there- 
fore been  instructed  in  latest  District 
Orders  at  once  to  prepare  an  invent- 
ory list  of  such  forms  and  books  and 
stationery,  and  also  to  give  informa- 
tion aa  to  office  personnel.  . 

Simultaneously  with  tho  announce- 
ment comes  a  reminder  that  the 
strictest  economy  must  be  exercised 
in  the  use  of  all  such  boolts  and 
stationery  in  order  that  no  waste 
take  place,  prices  having  so  greatly 
increased,  while  in  some  cases  it  has 
even  become  difficult  to  procure  the 
papers  or  articles  required,  it  Is 
stated.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Victoria 
'Presb^'tery  took  place  yesterday 
afternoon  to  deal  with  the  forward 
movement  that  has  been  inaugurated 
by  the  General  Assembly.  The  semi- 
annual meeting  of  the  Presbytery  be- 
gan last  night. 

Owing  to  the  moderator.  Rev.  J.  G. 
Inkster,  being  ill  in  the  hospital.  Rev. 
A.  F.  Monroe,  of  Duncan,  took  the 
chair,  while  Dr.  MaoRae.  Victoria 
West,  acted  as  clerk  ot  the  Pres- 
bytery. 

Dr.  Maokay  Speaks 

The  conference  opened  with  an  ad- 
dress by  Principal  Rev.  Dr.  Mackay, 
of  New  Westminster.  He  pointed  out 
that  (^d  must  have  some  tremendous 
purpose  to  be  served  when  he  allows 
such  a  situation  as  exists  at  present 
Such  tremendous  sacrifices  must  have 
some  cause.  The  church  was  the  in- 
terpreter of  God,  and  the  church  must 
therefore  understand  the  situation  so 
that  its  messengers  may  reveal  what 
God's    purpose   is. 

There  had  ibeen  two  meetings  held 
almost  simultaneously,  at  Montreal 
and  Toronto,  between  churchmen  and 
laymen,  and  these  two  meetings  bad 
both  decided  on  a  great  Forward 
Movement  to  cope  with  issues  due  to 
the  war.  A  committee  of  fifty  was 
chosen  from  the  General  Assem-bly  to 
decide  on  ways  and  means  to  carry 
out  the  idea.  Dr.  Mackay  stated  that 
all  are  Impressed  with  the  posslhiU- 
ties  of  the  present  situation.  Men 
were  becoming  bewildered  at  the 
situation  and  losing  faith.  A  grip  on 
God  is  wanted,  and  the  people  must 
get -baok  to  ^he  fttndamentals  of  relt- 
glon,  indulging  more  In  prayer  and 
leading  a  devotional  life.  A  new 
church  life  was  coming  into  the 
world. 

Shortage  of  Mlnistov 

The  speaker  pointed  out  the  short- 
age of  men  for  the  ministry.  Many 
were  being  killed  or  Incapacitated  at 
the  front,  while  even  'before  the  war 
the-  supply  was  not  meeting  the  de- 
mand. Recruits  must  be  obtained  if 
the  great  work  was  to  continue.  The 
conservative  churches  of  Scotland 
were  becoming  less  strict  in  their 
standards  for  entry  to  the  pulpits.  In 
Saskatchewan,  the  speaker  said,  there 
were  two  settled  districts,  one  of 
which  had  no  Protestant  minister  and 
the  other  no  minister  at  all.  Special 
types  of  men  would  be  needed  in 
British  Columbia  to  cope  with  un- 
usual   conditions    and    places. 

Speaking  on  the  necessity  of  work 
amongj  the  Industrial  workers,  Dr. 
Mackay  said: 

Labor  Will  Rule 

"The  labor  forces  are  going  to  be 
the  ruling  forces,  and  if  we  don't 
Christianize  them  we  are  going  to 
have  another  Russia." 

The  church  was  not  a  ibody  meet- 
ing for  comfort  and  consolation.  If 
the  world  is  to  be  kept  civilised  it 
must  be  Christianized.  There  must 
be  a  greater  spirit  of  giving.  The 
work  of  foreign  missions  had  not 
fallen  oft  since  the  war  started,  but 
had  rather  Increased.  Great  oppor- 
>  tunlties  had  been  missed  in  the  past 
when  calls  had  come  from  different 
lands  for  missionaries  and  no  answer 
had  been  made.  A  call  had  come 
from  Turkey,  and  no  workers  had 
been  sent.  When  the  war  began  so 
did  massacres,  and  the  Wood  of  the 
victims  lay  to  a  large  extent  upon  the ' 
heads  of  the  churches,  which  had  not 
made  thejie  men  Chirstians  and 
taught  them  not  to  murder. 

Rev.  J.  Mood,  of  Cumberland,  spoke 
forcefully  and  frankly  on  the  situa- 
tion, saying  that  he  had  been  at 
Cumberland  for  seven  years  and  that 
the  church  was  the  laughingstock  of 
the  people.  He  said  that  it  should  not 
ask  for  money,  but  should  change  the 
people,  do  the  work,  and  the  money 
would  come  without  asking.  He  com- 
mented on  the  lack  of  sympathy 
among  the  members  of  the  church, 
remarking  that  he  was  at  present 
staying  In  a  Methodist  home.  The 
Presbyterian  church  must  undergo 
reformation  from  its  foundation.  To 
go  forward,  the  speaker  said.  It  was 
necessary  first  to  go  back.  Let  the 
church  go  back  to  the  cross  of  Jesus; 
the  cross  meant  crucifixion  and 
death;  no  cross,  no  crown.  In  the 
industrial  centre  where  he  worked  he 
felt  keenly  the  sacrifice  of  bearing  the 
cross.  They  had  at  one  time  tried  to 
■burn  his  church  down.  It  was  thought 
Ijy  many  that  a  religious  revival 
would  come  from  the  trenches,  but 
few  returned  men  darkened  the 
church    door. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Alder,  of  Union  Bay. 
thought  that  the  Socialists  were  not 
really  against  the  church  deep  down 
in  their  hearts.  Christianity  did  not 
mean  ceremonies,  prea<*hing  and  sing- 
ing hymns,  but  It  meant  better  con- 
ditions. Chrtst  was  the  greatest  So- 
cialist and  the  church  should  bring 
about  Socialism.  The  superintendent 
of  missions,  should  not  be  a  financial 
agent.  *ut  should  encourage  {^the  min- 
isters. Inspire  them  and  go  Into  their 
spiritual    problems. 

To  Use  the  Hnmblo  Tract 
Dr.  Clay  said  that  the  solution  of 
all  problems  lay  in  the  hands  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  if  the  church  failed  to 
confront  the  problems,  then  she  had 
forfeited  her  right  to  exist  There 
could  be  no  revival  expected  from  the 
trenches.  Special  services  should  be 
conducted  this  Fall  for  prayer  and 
study  of  the  Word  of  Ood.  Thers 
should  be  no  splurge.  <but  a  deepen- 
ing spiritual  life  among  those  who 
were  already  members  of  the  church. 
There  must  be  new  methods  for 
missionary  work  among  the  Chlness 
and  Hindus. 

Dr.  Clay  suggested  the  tract,  the 
humtile  tract  as  a  fine  way  to  aid  In 
the  work,  and  said  that  every  church 
should  have  more  than  one  man  to 
do  the  work.  IHs  was  called  upon  to 
give  legal  advics,  act  as  floandal 
agent  and  perform  various  other 
duties,  taking  him  trom  his  real  work. 
Dr.  Mackay  brought  forward  a  pro- 
position of  a  magaslne  to  i>«  distrib- 
uted among  the  people,  and  to  bs 
edited  by  himself  aided  (>y  rspnesnt- 
atlves  from  every  preebytery,  to  eerry 
on  the  Forward  Movement  He  hiai" 
self  would  givs  the  month  of  0<ne- 
ber  ovtr  to  woek  on  the  Island  »a6 
will  probably  devote  the  Winter  te 
work    throtighout    Britisb   Colambta.

Bay  Council  last  night.  This  is  the 
culmination  of  much  discussion  be- 
.  tween  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  those  of  the  School  Board,  both 
separately  and  In  Joint  session.  As 
soon  as  the  formalities  are  gone 
through,  however,  a  by-law  will  be 
presented  for  the  'purchase  of  a 
nine-acre  site  for  school  purposes,  in- 
volving the  expenditure  of  95,000. 

After  the  lapse  of  one  month,  to 
the  day,  the  Council  revived  Its  busi- 
ness sessions .  last  evening.  Cojutcil- 
lora  Toms  and  McKechnie  wetC^ab- 
sent.  CoincidenUI  with  the  resump- 
tion of  activity  in  the  Council  cham- 
ber was  the  flrst  appearance  at  tha 
meetings  of  the  body  of  the  new  mu- 
nicipal clerk,  Mr.  O.  W.  Ross,  who 
assumed  the  office  on  tha  flrst  of  this 
month.  The  assembly  was  also  note- 
worthy for  the  presence  of  a  rate- 
payer  with  a  suggestion  to  lay  before 
the  municipal  fathers. 

Ratepayer  Speaks 
Mr.  Gordon  wis  present  to  voice  a 
protest   as   a   ratepayer   against      the 
proposed        "extraordinary"        school 
expenditure.      Personally,   he   did  AOt 
feel  that  the  Council  was  Justified  at 
this  time  in  ratifying  any  expenditure 
not  positively  esSentiaL     The     voting 
of  I  a  0,0  00,  to  be  supplemented   by  a 
provincial  grant  of   115,000,   to  build 
a  146,000  school  at  the  Willows,     he 
considered  not  "positively     efesential." 
Such   construction   would   cost     from 
50  to  100  per  qent  more  than  at  nor- 
mal   times,    so    the   ratepayers   would 
not    be    getting    value    for    their    ex- 
penditure.    Some   of   the   taxes   were 
in  default  at  tha   present  time     and 
much  was  being  carried  for  the  man 
Of  the  municipality  who  were  in  the 
service.        This     naturally      made     a 
heavier    burden    on    those    who    were 
making     their     Ux     paymenu.     and 
anything  in  the  shape  of  a  money  by- 
law he  believed  should  be  avoided. 

It.  developed    that    the    Council    aa 
a   whole   were   of   a   similar    mind    to 
that  of  Mr.   Gordon.     The   discussion 
was  introduced   by  the  reading  of  a 
communication  from  the  school  trus- 
tees, whose  slogan,  it  appeared,  was 
"130.000     or     nothing."     A   previous 
session  of  the  Council  voted  to  Intro- 
duce a  by-law  for   110,000,   which.   If 
passed,   they  believed   would    provide 
temporary  accommodation,     obviously 
needed    at    tho    Willows    School.       It 
was  the  impression  of  the  councillors 
that     such     construction     might     be 
made  on  a  unit  basis,  to  be  added  to 
when   times   seemed,  more    propitious 
for      building.      This    failed    to    meat 
with     the     approval   of   the  truataaa 
and  in  jbl  subsequent  Joint  commlttaa 
meeting  of  the  whole  of  the  Council 
and  the  School  Board  a  sort  of  arbi- 
tration had  been  effected  on  the  basis 
of     a     $15,000       expenditnra.       "on 
further     consideration"  tha  aecratary 
wrote  in  tha  communication  read  at 
the   meettnjr  teat   nlgbt,t}iB   trostaaa 
bad  apparently  decided  to  hava     tha 
whole  cake  or  none. 

UmuUmona  Feeling 
Councillor  Jameson,  who  praaeated 
the  original  motion  for  a  910,000  by- 
law, said  he  couldn't  conscienUousIy 
ask  the  ratepayers  to  foot  a  |80  000 
bill. 

Councillor  McNeill  waaUd  to  ba 
understood  aa  not  favoring  anah  aa 
expenditure  at  this  time. 

Councillor  Nivin  thought  the  Coun- 
cil had  shown  a  willingness  to  do 
something  to  help  the  trust4es  out 
when  they  arbitrated  on  a  tlS.ooo 
by-law,  and  he  seconded  Councillor 
Jameson's  new  motion  that  tha  tnis- 
taes  should  ba  aatlasd  that  tha 
^uncil  could  not  see  their  way  clear 
to  recommend  the  by-law  aaked  for. 
Councillor  Bhallcroas  aat  In  sllaaos, 
content  wtth  his  determined  opp«al« 
tlon  to  the  proposal  in  the  flrst  plaea, 
which  waa  formally  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  the  laat  oaasion  of  the 
Council.

FOREST  HILLS,  N.J.,  Aug.  27.— 
Play  In  the  annual  national  singles 
tennis  championship  tournament 
opened  here  today  on  the  turf  courts 
of  the  West  Side  Club  with  a  record- 
breaking  match  between  two  youth- 
ful racquet  wlelders,  Harold  Throck- 
morton, of  Elizabeth,  N.J.,  and  Har- 
old L.  Taylor,  of  New  York.  Throck- 
morton, who  has  passed  out  of  his 
'teens  by  just  a  year,  defeated  his  17- 
year-old  opponent  in  a  gruelling  flve- 
set  match,  which  required  more  than 
three  hours  to  decide,  by  scores  of 
6-».  6-«^ll-»,  7-»r  IIKH,  making  a 
total  of  81  games  played.  This  sup- 
plants the  national  singles  cham- 
pionship tournament  record  of  80 
games  made  by  Sufferin  Ta/lor  and 
Palmer  Presby,  who  In  the  tourna- 
ment of  1888  at  Newport  went  80 
games. 

The  two  Japanese  entrants,  Ichlya 
Kumagae  and  Seilchtro  Kashlo,  won 
their  matches  without  being  extended 
to  the  limit  of  their  resourcefulness.

Kumagae  disposed  of  Walter  L.  Pate, 
a  tournament  player  of  ccmsiderable 
ability,  6-0,  6-4,  6-0. 

Sergt.  A.  Cavan,  Pacific  Coast  Inter- 
collegiate champion,  fell  before  the 
greater  experience,  reach  and  power 
of  Lyle  E.  Mahan,  New  York,  6-1, 
6-3,   6-3. 

Lieut.  H.  G.  Kelleher,  of  Seattle, 
defeated  J.  W.  Anderson,  a  brother  of 
Kashlo's  victim,  0-6,  6-4,  6-4,  7-6. 

The  two  prominent  Chicago  play> 
ers,  Ralph  H.  Biirdlck  and  Walter  L. 
Haynes,  advanced  by  easy  victories 
over  Herbert  L.  Bowman  and  E.  B. 
Cumming,  respectively.  R.  Llndley 
Murray,  winner  of  the  1017  patriotic 
tournament,  also  came  through  the 
first  round  without  trodble,  defeating 
Jack  Dudley*  of  Washington,  with  the 
loss  of  but  oi**  game  in  three  sets. 

Eugene  L.  Csintz,  of  Atlanta, 
southern  Junior  champion,  was  elim- 
inated by  A.  H.  Chapin  In  straight 
sets,  while  A.  S.  Cassils.  of  Montreal, 
the  only  Canadian  entrant,  worked 
his  way  Into  the  third  round  at  tlie 
expense  of  J.  S.  O'Boyle  at  6-1,  6-3, 
6-4. 

AMBASSADOR  PAGE 

RESIGNS^ HIS  OFFICE 


WASHINGTON,  Aug.  27. — Walter 
Hines  Page,  of  Garden  City,  N.  Y., 
Ambassador  of  the  U^ted  States  to 
Great  Britain  since  April,  1913,  has 
submitted  his  resignation  because  of 
ill-health  to  President  Wilson,  who 
has  accepted  it. 

Ambassador  Page  has  been  in  poor 
health  for  some  months  owing  to  the 
long  strain  of  war  work.  He  took  a 
vacation  of  two  months  early  In  the 
Summer  and  then  returned  to  Lon- 
don for  a  short  time.  He  was  unable, 
however,  to  keep  engagementa  for 
public  appearances,  and  was  a^aln 
compelled  to  go  to  the  country.  He 
and  Mrs.  Page  will  return  to  Amer- 
ica. 


Ambassador  Page  has  been  the 
representative  of  the  United  States 
at  the  Court  of  St.  Jaipes  since  April 
21,  1913.  Before  his  appointment  he 
was  editor  of  World's  Work. 

In  March,  1914,  he  attracted  con- 
siderable attention  by  remarks  he 
made  at  a  dinner  In  referring  to  the 
Monroe  Doctrine  and  the  Panama 
Canal.  This  address,  which  was 
made  as  a  complement  to  President 
Wilson's  speech  on  Central  American 
relations,  caused  discussion,  but  it 
was  endorsed  by  the  President  after 
Mr.  Page  had  cabled  its  full  text  to 
Washington.    / 

During  the  days  when  American 
troops  were  at  Vera  Crus  and  were 
operating  across  the  Mexican  border, 
Mr.  Page  was  called  upon  to  carry  on 
labors  which  were  very  heavy  and 
exacting.  During  the  period  before 
the  United  States  entered  the  war 
the  American  Embassy  at  London 
was  one  of  the  busiest  spots  in  Eng- 
land. Many  thousands  of  AmerlnanM 
who  were  abroad  when  the  war  de- 
moralized travel  went  to  London  and 
there  got  in  touch  with  their  re'a- 
tives  In  this  country,  or  found  means 
to  continue  their  Journeys  to  ths 
United  Statos. 


STEFANSSON  MAKES 


HIS  WAY  UP  YUKON 


JUNEAU,  Alaska,  Aug.  27. — Vllh- 
jalmur  Stefansson.  Arctic  explorer, 
and  discoverer  of  the  "blon4  Eekl- 
mos"  was  at  Circle  City  last  night 
on  his  way  up  the  Yukon  and  to  the 
outside  via  Juneau  and  eoutheaetern 
Alaska,  according  to  advlcee  received 
here  today. 

Charles  W.  Hawkesworth,  superin- 
tendent of  education  of  Sn^theaatem 
Alaska,  received  a  telegram  from  the 
explorer  In  which  Stefansson  declared 
that  he  probably  would  stop  over  for 
a  few  days  at  Juneau.  He  expe>^ed 
to  be  at  Dawson  next  Friday,  and 
said  that  It  may  take  a  year  for  him 
to  recover  fully  from  the  efTects  ot 
his  recent  sttack   of  typhoid   fever.

On  the  second  anniversary  of  the 
execution  by  his  German  captors  of 
Capt.  Fryatt,  Steamer  Brussels,  July 
27,  1916,  there  was  published  last 
month  in  London  a  report  from  Mr. 

William  Hartnell  which  gave  new 
light  on  the  tragedy.  Mr.  Hartnell 
was  first  ofllcer  on  the  Brussels  at  the 
time  of  her  capture.  His  report  was 
written  to  Mr.  C.  Busk,  of  the  Great 
Eastern  Railway.  It  gives  new  details 
of  the  taking  of  the  doughty  Captain, 
his  trial  and  execution.     It  reads: 

Sir, — This  being  the  flrst  opportun- 
ity since  the  capture  of  the   Brussels 
in   1916,   I  will  endeavor  to  give  you 
details  of  the  capture  and  happenings 
up  to  Jlily  27,  this  being  the  date  of 
Captain  Fryatt's  death.     I  beg  to  re- 
port  that  on  June   22    the  steamship 
Brussels    left    Rotterdam    With    cargo 
and  passengers  for  Tilbury,  stopping 
at  the  Hook  of  Holland.     She  left  the 
Hook    Quay    at    eleven    p.m.    on    that 
day,  the  weather  being  very  fine  and 
clear.      All    saloon    and    cabin    lights 
were  extinguished   before   passing  the 
North  Pier  Light.     Directly  after  pass- 
ing It,  a  very  bright  light  was  shown 
from     the    beach,     about    four     miles 
north    of   the   Hook,    followed      by     a 
bright   star,   such   as   a   rocket   would 
throw.       On    both    occasions    Captain 
Fryatt    and    myself    remarked     upon 
it,  as  we  had  never  seen  similar  lights 
on    any    previous    occasions.         Af^er 
passing    the    Maas    Light    Vessel,    all 
Board  of  Trade  Regulation  lights  were 
darkened.        Five    miles    west    of    the 
light  vessel,   a  very  small  craft,    pro- 
bably    a     submarine   not  submerged, 
commenced  morslng  the  letter  "S"  at 
Intervals.    No  other  lights  were  visible. 
After    running    for    one    hour    and 
thirty   minutes,   ati   extra  sharp    look- 
out was  kept  for  a  steamer  that  was 
going  in  the  same  direction  and  with- 
out   lights,    the    port    and    starboard 
lights  of  the  Brussels  being  put  on  for 
the  time  being.     At  12:46  craft  with-  ' 
out  lights  were  seen  at  a  point  on  the 
starboard   bow,    travelling  at   a   great 
speed  in  the  opposite  direction.  These 
proved  to  be  German  destroyers  of  the 
latest  type,    five    In    all.     Two     came 
alongside   on   the  starboard  side,   and 
one   on  the  port   side,   the   other   two 
following    close    behind.      During    the 
time  the  destroyers  were  approaching 
their      commanders      were      shouting 
orders  to  stop,  asking  the  name  of  the 
ship,  and  threateifhig  to  fire  on  us.  No 
firing  occurred,  however.     As  soon  as 
Capt.  Fryatt  was     assured     that     the 
destroyers     were     German,     he     gave 
orders  for  all  passengers  to  be  ready 
to  take  to  the  boats  if  necessary,  and 
quietly    instructed    me    to    destroy    all 
despatches    and    oOlclal    papers.      His 
Instructions  were  carried  out,   and  as 
the    last   bag   was   destroyed.    German 
seamen,      armed      with      pistols      and 
bombs,    appeib-ed    on    the    starboard 
alleyway.    I  passed  through  the  saloon 
to  the  deck,  and  met  more  German 
seamen,    who    were    driving    all    the 
crew  they  could  find  over  the  rail  on 
to    the    destroyers.      I      was    *  ordered 
over  the  rail,  but  refused  to  go,  and 
then    met    the    officer    who    came    on 
board  to  take  charge^  -  He   requested 
me  to  show  him  to  the  bridge,  which 
I   did.      He  greeted   Capt.   Fryatt  and 
congratulated  himself  pver  the  great 
prise. 

Angry  German  Officer 
Satisfied  that  all  was  well,  the  de- 
stroyers left  and  made  for  Zeebrugge. 
The  course  was  given  for  the  Schou- 
wenbank  light  vessel,  and  the  order 
was  given  for  full-speed  ahead,  but 
no  reply  came  from  the  engine-room, 
as  the  engineers  had  been  driven  over 
the  side  with  the  majority  of  the  crew. 
This  greatly  excited  the  German  'of- 
ficer, who  drew  his  revolver  and 
threatened  to  shoot  Capt.  Fryatt  and 
myself  if  we  failed  to  assist  him,  and 
to  blow  up  the  ship  If  the  orders  to 
the  engine-room  were  not  compiled 
with  at  one.  It  was  some  minutes 
before  the  German  officer  could  be 
convinced  that  the  engineers  and  most 
of  the  crew  were  on  the  destroyers.  He 
then  ordered  his  own  men  to  the  en- 
gine-room, and  Instead  of  going  full- 
speed  ahead,  the  engines  were  put  on 
full-speed  astern.  This  also  angered 
the  officer,  and  matters  became  very 
unpleasant  on  the  bridge.  I  was  or- 
dered to  go  to  the  engine-room  to  in- 
form the  Germans  of  their  mistake. 
By  this  time  the  steam  was  greatly 
falling  back,  owing  to  the  stokers  be- 
ing away,  and  the  order  was  given 
that  all  on  board,  except  Capt.  Fryatt 
and  myself,  should  maintain  steam 
till  the  ship  arrived  at  Zeebrugge.  On 
reaching  the  Schouwenbank  light 
vessel  the  German  flag  was  hoisted, 
and  directly  after  the  Flushing  mail 
boat  for  Tilbury  passed  quite  close. 

Capt.  Fryatt  was  assured  that  soon 
after  her  arrival  at  Tilbury  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Brussels  would  be  report- 
ed. The  Brussels  was  met  and,  es- 
corted by  several  aeroplanes  to  Zee- 
brugge, where  the  destroyers  were  al- 
ready moored.  On  arrival  at  Zee- 
brugge the  Brussels  was  moored 
alongside  the  Mole.  The  engineers 
and  crew  all  returned.  The  crew 
were  sent  to  their  quarters  and  kept 
under  armed  guard.  The  officers 
and  engineers  were  placed  under  a 
guard  In  the  smoke-room,  and  cap- 
tain the  same  In  his  cabin.  The  Bel- 
gian refugees  were  closely  searched, 
and  landed  «at  Zeebrugge.  After  a 
stay  of  about  five  hours  the  Brussels 
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left  and   proceeded   to  Bruges  under 
her  own  steam. 

For  some  reaaon  Capt.  Fryatt  was 
kept  In  his  cabin,  and  I  was  sent  to 
the  bridge,  not  to  assist  or  officiate 
In  any  way,  but  simply  to  stand  under 
guard  and  to  be  questioned  at  inter- 
vals by  the  Germans  if  they  could  get 
the  right  answers.  During  the  pas- 
sage from  Zeebrugge  to  Bruges  both 
sides  of  the  canal  were  thronged  in 
places,  and  both  the  soldiers  and  ma- 
rine landsturm  were  greatly  excited. 
On  reaching  Bruges  the  crew  were 
taken  off  and  ^nt  to  a  waiting  ahed. 
Only  Capt.  Fryatt  and  myself,  with 
many  German  officers,  remained  on 
board.  After  we  had  been  questioned 
at  lunch  Capt.  Fryatt  and  I  were  pho- 
tographed, and  we  then  joined  the 
crew  in  the  shed,  being  afterwards 
taken  to  a  building  in  the  town.  All 
of  us,  including  stewardesses  and 
twenty-five  Russians,  were  packed  in, 
and  there  was  scarcely  standing-room. 

Packed  In  Cattlo-Trudts 

After  some  hours,  following  a  re- 
quest to  the  prison  commandfint,  the 
stewardesses  were  allowed  separate 
quarters  in  the  top  of  the  building. 
Otherwise  they  were  treated  in  the 
same  way  as  male  prisoners  until 
they  were  separated  to  go  to  a  differ- 
ent camp.  At  S  a.m.  on  June  2S  or- 
ders came  for  all  to  be  ready  for  the 
train  to  Germany,  the  stewardesses 
Joining  us  at  the  station.  At  &  a.m. 
we  all  left,  closely  packed  in  cattle- 
trucks,  and  on  arrival  at  Ghent  we 
were  escorted  to  very  dirty  and  un- 
healthy quarters  underground.  At  5 
a.m.  on  the  following  day  we  left 
Ghent  for  Germany,  via  Cologne, 
where  the  stewardesses  and  the  Rus- 
sians were  separated  to  go  to  other 
camps.  After  being  exhibited  at  Ber- 
lin, as  at  Hanover  and  other  stations, 
the  rest  went  to  Ruhleben,  where  they 
arrived  at  5  p.m.  June  28.  Two  days 
later  Capt.  Fryatt  and  I  received  or- 
ders to  the  effect  that  we  were  to  bo 
prepared  to  leave  the  camp  at  8  p.m. 
for  Bruges  on  the  ship's  business. 

We  arrived  at  Bruges  at  7  a.m.  on 
July  2.  after  visiting  Ostend  by  mis- 
take on  the  part  of  the  escort.  We 
reported  to  the  Port  Kommandatur  at 
9  a.m.,  and  were  taken  from  him  to 
the  town  prison  and  put  in  cells.  From 
then  onward  we  were  treated  as  crim- 
inals. We  were  occasionally  visited 
by  German  officials  and  questioned  as 
to  the  submarine  and  other  subjects, 
on  which  Capt.  Fryatt  made  a  clear 
and  open  statement  to  the  Germans, 
with  nothing  condemning  to  himself. 
From  the  time  of  being  placed  in  the 
prison  at  Bruges  to  July  16  I  saw 
Capt.  Frjratt  on  several  oocaslons. 
after  which  I  never  spoke  to  him  un- 
til one  hour  before  he  was  shot.. 

I  will  endeavor  to  make  you  under- 
stand the  so-called  tribunal  or  trial. 
On  July  24  Capt.  Fryatt  and  myself 
were  questioned  and  cross-questioned 
in  the  prison,  and  so  far  as  I  could 
learn,  Capt.  Fryatt  never  added  to  or 
departed  from  his  open  statement.  It 
was  then  that  we  wece  first  Informed 
of  the  tribunal  that  was  to  follow.  On 
July  86  we  were  told  to  be  ready  for 
the  tribunal,  which  was  to  take  place 
at  Brugee  Town  Hall  on  the  27th,  at 
11  a.m.  On  July  27  at  9  a.m.,  the 
door  of  the  cell  was  opened  and  an 
escort  was  waiting.  To  my  surprise 
four  of  the  crew  were  in  the  waiting 
cell.  Each  man  was  escorted  to  the 
Town  Hall,  Capt.  Fryatt  and  I  being 
the  last  to  go,  and  placed  under  a 
strong  guard  until  the  trial  began. 

At  12  noon  Capt.  Fryatt  was  called 
into  his  place  before  the  so-called 
bench,  and  repeated  his  prevloc- 
statement.  I  followed,  and  answered 
questions  that  appeared  to  be  ridicu- 
lous, not  appearing  either  to  defend 
or  condemn  Capt.  Fryatt.  At  the 
same  time  an  officer  In  uniform  ap- 
peared, and,  approaching  Capt.  Fry- 
att and  myself,  informed  us  in  broken 
English  that  he  was  for  the  defence. 
The  Naval  Commandatur  gf  the  port 
conducted  the  trial  and  also  acted  aa 
Interpreter.  At  4  p.m.  the  Naval 
Kommandatur  Informed  us  that  all 
was  over  so  far.  and  that  the  decision 
rested  with  the  naval  officers,  who 
had  retired  to  another  room,  and  the 
verdict  would  be  made  known  after 
we  had  returned  to  our  cells.  The  of- 
ficer for  the  defence  then  spoke  again 
and  said  he  would  do  his  utmost  to 
save  Capt.  Fryatt. 

Condemned  to  Be  Shot 

After  being  again  placed  In  the  cells, 
the  chief  warder  of  the  prison  came 
to  me  at  6:30  p.m.  and  told  me  I  was 
to  go  and  stop  with  Capt  Fryatt;' aa 
that  was  his  last  night.  I  then  met 
Capt.  Fryatt,  who  was  very  much  dis- 
tressed, not  so  much  because  of  the 
verdict,  but  of  the  unfair  and  coward- 
ly manner  In  which  everything  was 
done.  He  told  me  himself  that  he 
was  to  be  shot  the  next  morning,  and 
after  having  a  talk  for  about  an  hour 
— It  was  then  6:80  p.m. — the  prison 
official  took  his  watch  from  his 
pocket  and  said  that  in  a  short  time 
the  escort  would  be  there,  and  Capt. 
Fryatt  would  be  shot  at  7  p.m.     The  I 


last  twenty-five  minutes  I  spent  with 
him  were  very  appalling.  At  i:!! 
p.m.  I  wiahed  him  "Good-bye."  and 
promised  I  would  deliver  hia  last 
messages,  which  were  many,  and  re- 
turned to  my  cell. 

Punctually  at  7  p.m.  a  very  short 
distance  from  the  prison  walls  a  hand 
commenced  to  play,  and  poor  Fryatt 
was  no  more.  Later  the  same  evening 
an  official  came  to  my  cell  and  de- 
scribed to  me,  In  the  best  way  he 
could,  how  Fryatt  died.  He  was  shot 
by  sixteen  rifles,  the  bullets  of  which 
penetrated  through  the  heart,  carry- 
ing with  them  the  clothes  he  was 
wearing  through  the  body  and  out  at 
the  back. 

Sir,  I  was  and  am  still  proud  of 
Capt.  Fryatt's  munly  conduct  right  up 
to  the  last,  and  I  may  add  that  there 
was  not  a  German  present  at  the  trial 
who  could  face  him.

IN  THEIR  BRUTALITY 


U-Boat  Submerged  With  'Pris- 
oners   Takfiiv-'frbm    Two 
Trawlers  on  Deck — Four  of 
Seven  Fishermen  Drowned- 


Shortly  ibefore  dawn  on  the  last 
Friday  of  July  Information  las  been 
given  out  that  a  German  submarine 
attacked  and  destroyed  two  sailing 
trawlers  oft  the  East  Coast  of  Eng- 
land, one  Britlsli  and  the  other  Bel- 
gian. After  taking  the  crews  of  the 
vessels  on  the  deck,  it  submerged  and 
disappeared,  leaving  the  men  strug- 
gling for  life  in  the  water. 

Four  of  the  seven  men  were 
drowned,  the  victims  metng  Thomas 
Cruchen,  mate;  Frederick  Simom, 
fourth  hand,  and  Thomas  ClaxtoR, 
cook,  of  the  English  trawler  Boy  Jack; 
and  Frank  Platers,  deckhand  of  the 
Belgian  vessel. 

"It  was  a  case  of  deltberate  mur- 
der," said  Harry  Howe,  the  surviving 
mate  of  the  Boy  Jack,  who,  with 
George  Underdown,  the  third  hand, 
was  saved  by  a  British  tpatrol  boat. 
"We  were  coming  home  with  a  big 
^atch  of  fish,  when  we  heard  the  flr- 
Ing  of  a  German  machine  gun  and 
sighted  a  submarine.  We  lowered  our 
little  boat  and  ifot  Into  It 

"The  submarine  came  alongside  and 
took  us  on  board.  The  trawler  was 
ransacked,  foOd,  copper  lids,  kettles, 
clothes,  and  even  the  compass  being 
taken  away.  The  Germans  took  four 
baskets  of  soles  and  other  fl»h,  some 
of  which  they  started  cooking  at  once. 
Soared   by   Petrel 

"We  were  kept  sUndlng  on  the 
deck  of  the  submarine  for  three  hours, 
until  a  British  motor  patrol  was  ob- 
served coming  along,  whi^n  the  Ger- 
man commander,  without  any  warn- 
ing, submerged.  We  were  all  thrown 
into  the  water.  A  rough  sea  was  Tun- 
ing, and  we  had  a  terrible  struggle 
for  life  until  Underdown  and  I  wer« 
picked  up. 

"If 'they  had  only  left  us  our  little 
boat  we  could  all  have  been  saved, 
but  the  boat  was  sunk  by  the  German 
commander." 

The  Belgian  skipper  said  that  hli 
son,  aged  22,  was  the  only  other  man 
on  his  boat.  While  on  the  U-boat's 
deck  the  Germans  asked  him  a  num- 
ber of  questions  about  minefields,  but 
he  told  them  be  knew  nothing.  They 
hoisted  the  German  flag  a  few 
minutes  before  they  submerged.  The 
German  offlcer  flauntingly  declared 
that  the  submarine  had  come  from 
Zeebrugge,  -but,''  he  added,  "from  the 
way  he  said  that  I  did  not  believe 
him.     It  was  mere  bluff." 

The  skipper  also  said  that  the  Ger- 
mane roared  with,  laughter  when  he 
told  them  he  had  seven  children,  and 
when  they  placed  a  bomb  on  the 
trawFer  and  blew  It  up  they  shouted 
and  laughed.

BERNHARD  ADVOCATES 
RUSSIAN  ALLIANCE 


COPBNHAOliN.  Aug.  27.— Revision 
of  the  Br<»st-Litovsk  peace  treaty 
which  will  secure  for  Germany  an  al- 
liance with  Russia  and  the  "Asiatic 
bloc  attached  to  Russia."  is  advocated 
by  Georges  Bernhard.  political  writer, 
in  The  Vosslsche  Zeitung,  of  Berlin. 
After  declaring  that  all  the  German 
offers  of  peace  have  been  rejected  by 
Great  Britain,  tbe  writer  says: 

"Their  acceptance  can  be  counted 
upon  only  If  England's  position  on  the 
political  cheasbou-d  is  rendered  such 
that  there  is  no  course  for  her  but  ac- 
ceptance. The  vital  idea  of  the  new 
German  policy  must  hence  be  directed 
toward  the  creation  of  a  group  of 
powers  which  will  have  a  word  to  say 
concerning  English  efforts  either  to 
carry  on  the  war  or  at  the  peace  con- 
ference, or  at  least  In  the  matter  of 
conducting  economic  warfare.  No 
German  longer  denies  that  the  Brest- 
Lltovsk  peace  treaty  Is  .the  chief  ob- 
stiusle  to  the  formation  of  such  a 
group." 

Bernhard  admits  that  the  treaty 
cannot  be  annulled,  but  he  lays 
stress  on  the  view  recently  outlined 
by  Dr.  Solf,  the  German  Minister  for 
the  Colonies,  that  the  treaty  is  only 
a  frame  to  be  filled  out  in  the  future.

October  last,  the  Jinglepot  mine  at 
South  Wellington  has  been  opened, 
permission  to  operate  tha  east  work- 
ings on  Monday  last  having  b4>en 
given  by  the  Mines  Department.  The 
other  workings  will  probably  be 
opened  in  two  or  three  weeks.  At 
present  a  force  of  about  100  to  126 
men  will  be  employed.       > 

The  Jinglepot.  one  of  the  best 
known  of  Island  coal  producers  in 
past  days,  waa  cloaed  down  last  sum- 
mer when  fire  broke  ont  In  the  work- 
ings. It  waa  sealed  and  remained 
closed  'Until  October,  when  the  mine 
waa  again  opened,  it  being  supposed 
that  in  the  meantime  the  Are  had 
been  smothered  out.  But  such  waa 
not  the  case,  and  the  workings  were 
again  sealed.  They  have  but  re- 
cently  been   opened. 

The  chief  coal  producing  compan- 
iea  of  the  Nanalmo  district  are  busy 
getting  ahead  with  their  development 
work  iMid  the  industry  today  ia  more 
active  and  the  outlook  therefore 
brighter  than  ever  before.  Nanalmo 
is  enjoying  the  biggest  pay  roll  in 
its  history  and  when  the  mines  now 
being  opened  up  are  in  full  working 
order  the  production  of  coal  and  the 
number  of  men  employed  will  be 
greatly  increased. 

Opening  ITew  Workings 

The  Granby  Consolidated  Mining, 
Smelting  &  Power  Company,  which 
Is  developing  extensive  holdings  at 
Cassldy's  Landing,  near  Nanalmo, 
have  got  down  about  600  hundred 
feet  and  are  opening  levels  and 
slopes.  AboUt  fifty  men  are  work- 
ing underground  and  a  large  force 
above.  Last  month  the  company 
shipped  about  2,700  tons  of  coal,  all 
taken  out  In  the  course  of  the  de- 
velopment work.  Practically  all  the 
new  permanent  plant,  except  the 
tipple,  is  completed.  The  boilers 
are  installed,  the  machine  shop 
erected  and  work  Is  now  under  way 
on  a  large  rescue  station,  offices,  etc. 

The  Canadian  Collieries  (Duns- 
mulr).  Limited,  has  its  plant  at  the 
new  mine  at  South  Wellington 
practically  completed.  The  shaft  is 
down  1,800  feet  and  about  130  tons 
of  coal  per  day  are  being  taken  out. 

The  new  mine  of  the  Canadian 
Western  Fuel  Company,  located  on 
the  company's  "farm"  near  Nanalmo, 
and  nauned  the  Wakslah,  has  two 
shafts  down,  the  air  shaft  about  200 
feet  and  the  other  about  160  feet. 
A  start  in  the  erection  of  the  per- 
manent plant  has  been  made.  It  is 
expected  that  by  September  1  the 
air  shaft  will  strike  coal.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  the  company  expects 
the  mine  to  be  producing  about  ^0 
tons  of  coal  per  day,

Myers,  the  chairman  oflhs  {ploughing 
committee.  Mr.  A.  S.  Barton,  chair- 
man of  the  larger  committee,  occu- 
pied the  chair.  "^ 

It  was  estimated  that  between 
ferty-flve  and  flfty  acres  were  under 
cultivation  in  the  municipality  this 
Summer.  The  production  was  divided 
between  root  crops  and  grain.  A  let- 
ter from  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson,  Cana- 
dian Pood  Controller,  was  read  to  the 
meeting,  calling  attention  to  the  fur- 
ther need  of  increased  production. 
In  view  of  his  suggestion,  it  was 
thought  that  much  advantage  might 
be  made  by  (tlantlng  certain  of  the 
crops  in  the  Fall.  .

Two  Brothers  in  Victoria. 


Many  people  on  the  Island  will  be 
sorry  to  hear  that  Pte.  "Tom"  Gam- 
len,  up  to  the  time  of  his  enlistment 
with  the  88th  Victoria  Fusiliers  em- 
ployed as  engineer  with  the  Victoria 
Lumber  Company,  of  Chemalnus, 
B.C..  hae  been  seriously  wounded  and 
was  on  August  11  admitted  to  the  3rd 
Australian  General  Hospital,  Abbe- 
,vllle.  France. 

Pte.  Gamlen  has  two  brothers  liv- 
ing In  Victoria,  one  being  Mr.  B. 
QamlaP.  secretary-treasurer  of  Gor- 
don's. Ltd.,  the  other,  Mr.  Harry  Gam- 
len. engineer  at  Ogden  Point.  Two 
brothere  are  still  flghting  In  France, 
Cpl-  Janiee  Arthur  and  Bergt.  George 
Wilfred,  both  in  the  Imperial  Army. 
A  third  soldier  brother  Is  In  the 
United  States  Army,  so  that  the  fam- 
ily'Is  represented  well  on  the  Allies' 
Bide.  ^ 

Pte.  Tom  Oamlen  Joined  the  88th 
on  November  9.  191ii,  and  went  over- 
seas with  the  unit  the  following  May. 
He  has  seen  a  good  deal  of  flghting 
at  tl]|e  Bontme,  Vlmy  Ridge,  Pass- 
chendaele  and  numerous  other  places, 
but  this,  fortunately,  is  the  first  time 
that  he  has  been  wounded.  "^  He  was 
drafted  into  the  29th  Vancouver  Bat- 
talion before  going  to  France,  and 
waa  flghting  with  this  unit  at  the 
time   he  received   his  Injuries. 

Numerous  friends,  both  In  Victoria 
and  Chemalnus  and  district,  where 
Pte,  Gamlen  was  very  popular,  win 
Join  the  wife  and  family  (jrho  still 
live  at  CheiHalnus)  in  wishing  him 
speedy  recovery. 


OUT  OF  THE  NIGHT 

From  The  Liondon  Chronicle. 


There  was  a  boy  who  waa  an  air- 
man here  in  England.  Ho  had  great 
qualities.  He  was  not  only  a  flne  flier 
but  a  flne  character.  He  combined 
playfulness  of  spirit  with  a  strong 
sanity.  Life  Interested  him,  but  did 
not  deceive  him.  He  loved  things, 
but  he  kept  control  of  them.  He 
could  be  merry,  but  he  looked  ahead. 
In  the  Flying  Corps  he  had  a  reputa- 
tion as  a  safe  flier.  Men  not  only 
liked  him  greatly,  they  respected  him 
with  their  minds. 

£very  night  of  his  life  this  young 
airman  rang  up  his  home  to  wish  his 
mother  goodrnlght;  over  the  wire  his 
words  of  tendernees  to  her  were  mix- 
ed with  measages  of  chafC  to  his  sis- 
ters, who  adored  him. 

He  rang  up  the  other  ^Ight  and 
said  that  as  things  were  fairly  quiet 
and  the  morrow  was  the  birthday  of 
one  of  his  sisters  he  had  applied  for 
leave,  and  was  coming  to  town.  He 
told  his  mother  the  time  he  would 
arrive,  and  said  that  his  slaters  must 
be  ready  dressed  for  him,  aa  he  in- 
tended to  take  them  eut  to  luncheon. 
He  deacrlbed  the  dreaeae  he  wished 
them  to  wear.  They  were  to  have  a 
Jolly  party  In  a  crack  restaurant,  a 
birthday  iMrty^  and  he  waa  to  sund 
treat. 

On  the  following  day  theee  sisters, 
dressed  as  he  desired,  were  waiting 
for  him  In  the  hall  of  their  home. 
There  was  a  ring"  at  the  door.  They 
opened  it  and  a  messenger  handed 
them  a  telegram.     .     .     . 

He  had  gone  up  In  quest  of  the 
raider  who  had  ventured^over  Bng- 
land.  Another  airman  Im  fallowed 
htm.  High  up  in  the  night-sky. 
thoMsands  of  feet  abo^  the  sleeping 
earth,  thoae  two  machines  had  touch- 
ed. After  that  there  was  darkneea. 
a  auddea  dawnwafd  plunge,  a  ehaot 
of  flame,  and  then  the  end  of  a  life 
and  the  and  of  a  llae.  For  tfcle  yaaag 
airman  waa  aa  oaly  son  and  t)ie  last 
mal^  of  hie  family.

Nations,  like  indlvlduata.  are  a»t  to 
live  In  iaaoranac  af  tha  r*puta  irtilch 
they  bear  amaftg  their  nelchbora,  and 
even  among  their  frlenda.  ""^en 
comee  a  great  war.  and  tNalr  vi*i» 
are  opened:  secret  hatreds,  mlsUnder- 
sUndlnga  and  treacheries  are  reveal- 
ed, and  they  r^altee  what  waa  being 
thought  of  them  In  the  days  v^ien 
they  counted  on  the  good  will,  par* 
haps  on  the  admiration,  of  all  the 
world.  ^ 

But  If  .war  brings  cruel  surprleea  of 
this  kind.  It  aUo  brings  In  many  caaes 
a  consoling  revision  of  estimates;  the 
strain  may  prove  not  only  the  ma- 
terial strength  of  a  people,  but  the 
value  of  the  still  more  important  Ideaa 
upon  whleh  depend  their  spiritual 
vitality  and  power  of  resistance.  When 
this  is  -the  oaae  our  neighbors  think 
of  us  for  the  future  according  to  the 
qualities  we  have  displayed  In  the 
hour  of  danger,  and  they  rightly  at- 
tribute these  qualities  not  tO  the  ef- 
fort of  the  moment,  but  to^the  funda- 
mental c|iaracter  of  the  community 
and  lu  hlstorle  training. 

It  haa  fallen  to  me  within  the  last 
few  months  to  examine  etatementa 
from  Allied  and  friendly  oountrlea  aa 
to  our  national  preattge  before  tha 
war  and  our  probable  Influence  aft^r 
it.  The  impression  left  upon  my  mind 
Is  a  strong  one.  As  to  the  paat  I  think 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  for  80 
years  We  have  bken  deliberately  slan- 
dered and  belittled  by  our  enemies, 
working  to  undermine  all  ballet  In 
our  Intellectual  vitality,  by  means  of 
suggestion,  of  substitution,  and  of 
carefully  manipulated  evidence.  ^ 
Disseminating  False  Views 
The  whole  book  trade  of  the  Con- 
tinent was  pasalng  under  German  con« 
trol.  In  great  universities  of  neutral 
countries  "the  students,  and  even  the 
teachers,  knew  of  and  used  German 
books,  but  were  ignorant  even  of  the 
existence  of  English  books.  They  *ven 
argued  that  good  English  books  did 
not  exist."  No  \^nder:  for  our  sup- 
planters  had  taken  care  that  English 
literature  and  art  should  be  known  to 
that  country  mainly  through  the  me* 
dium  of  vulgar  post  cards,  cheap 
erotic  novels,  and  the  plays  of  ,our 
few  decadenU  and  cranks.  Of  one 
such  play  another  deponent  says: 
"What  an  absurdly  false  view  of 
British  medical  men  (who  as  far  as 
I  have  been  able  to  ee,  are  an  excel- 
lent type  of  men)  do  we  get  by  look- 
ing at  them  through  this  writer's 
spectacles?  I  do  not  wonder  that  his 
playdl^were  Immensely  popular  In  Ger- 
many  before   the   war." 

Another  remarks,  quite  Independ- 
ently, that  in  his  country  no  one 
would  consult  an  English  doctor  even 
in  an  emergency;  it  would  be  fatal, 
for  the  English  have  no  science. 
Again  it  is  no  wonder;  for  from  a  dif- 
ferent aouree  '  comes  instanoea  df 
scientific  as  well  as  literary  fraud.  A 
new  operation  or  method  is  Invented 
In  England;  in  the  German  periodicals 
which  eupply  the  world's  scientific 
infornuition,  the  discovery  is  ignore^ 
until  some  German  practitioner  has 
adopted  it  successfully.  It  Is  then 
announced  under  his  name,  and  goes 
forth  as  "Plggensticher's  operation," 
the  iatest  proof  of  Germany's  eu-- 
premacy  in  science. 

To  an  English  professional  man  It 
is  difficult  to  deal  with  such  conduct; 
he  puts  his  trust  in  the  greatness  of 
Truth,  and  has  hitherto  f.;,lled  to 
reatface  that  it  would  be  better  to  see 
Truth  prevailing  by  less  expensive 
means  than  universal  war.  Propa- 
ganda is  simply  disinfection — a  dis- 
agreeable necessity  In  a  world  where 
treachery  la  endemic. 

But  I  have  an  equally  strong  Im- 
pression that  for  the  immediate  future 
at  any  rate  the  war  will  have  cleared 
the  air.  A  typical  piece  of  evidence  Is 
this,  from  a  native  of  a  country  not 
too  favorable  to  us.  "We  have  been 
reading  the  touching  book  of  a  hero's 
letters  which  you  kindly  sent  us.  .  .  . 
We  have  never  loved  England  and  the 
English  as  we  do  it  during  this"  war  in 
which  you  are  Htaking  your  all  to  save 
the  liberty  of  the  European  r-alions." 
From  a  French  navtil  officer  conies  a 
warm  uppreclHllen  of  another  young 
Englishman's  war-letters,  and  from  ^m 
American  the  remark,  "Your  war 
literature  is  more  convincing  than  all 
the  diplomatists  in  Europe."  A 
Spaniard,  a  Chinese  offlclal,  and  an 
Italian  soldier  claim  with  pride  that 
of  all  nations  It  is  in  each  case  their 
own  which  has  by  nature  most  in 
common  with  ours.  A  Beandlnavian 
assures  us  that  in  the  World  ufter  the 
war  ISngllsh  life  and  character  will 
be  eagerly  studied,  to  find  the  eecret 
of  our  national  greatnesa. 

Knemy's  and  Allies'  Ideals 
I  do  not  know  whether  this  will  be 
so;  but  I  thlplt  It  well  may  be.  and 
with  good  reason.  It  Is  clear  to  most 
even  now.  and  will  hereafter  he  clear 
to  all,  that  this  war  Is  a  clash  not  of 
intersHta.  but  of  ideals,  a  atruggle  not 
between  countries  so  muah  as  between 
alternative  forms  of  life.  The  Ger- 
man offers  the  world  two  Ideals  in  one 
— scientific  method  and  the  reign  of 
force.  For  their  attainment  the  price 
is  slavery  and  deolmatlon-:rln  other 
words,  military  senrloe  under  an  auto- 
cracy. The  bargain,  even  for  the  Ger- 
man himself,  is  a  bad  one.  for  by  It 
the  States  takee  everything  and  gives 
almost  nothing.  Our  individualism, 
on  the  other  hand,  may  be  said  to  take 
almost  nothing,  but  to  risk  everything. 
It  la  true,  but  the  risk  haa  not  yet 
ruined  us.  and  we  shall  not  repeat  It 
In  the  meantime  the  heroism  of  our 
sons  has  ennobled  all  our  fore- 
fathers, and  shown  of  what  enduring 
stuff  our  civilization  has  been  built 
up.  It  lasts  because  It  is  fitted  to 
human  llfaf  which  is  not  made  out  of 
mechanical  method  and  brute  force, 
but  la  In  ^ta  nature  social  and  uni- 
versal, abhorring  cruelty  and  privilege. 
When  they  once  more  have  leisure  to 
think  and  compare,  the  majority  of 
mankind  will  not  fall  to  mark  the  dif- 
ference l>etween  the  world  as  dreamed 
by  the  Treitsohkes.  Bernhardla,  afid 
Reventlowa  and  the  world  aa  actually 
made  by  the  BngllahMan:  >  between 
existence,  HiMer  oaat-lron  theories,  re- 
lentless Laws  of  Nature,  and  survival 
of  Might,  and  our  practice  of  Llve- 
and-let-live.  which  aoeorda  with  tha 
most  fundamental  distinction  between 
manhood  and  t>easthood. 

The  League  of  Nations  will  he  a 
flnal  proof:  to  the  Rngliahman  it  will 
be  but  a  greater  freedom,  a  widening 
of  his  earthly  home;  to  the  OamMUl 
theorist  It  will  bear  the  tarrlbta  aspect 
of  a  new  world.  Into  whleh  he  cannot 
enter  unlass  he  turn  and  repent  and 
become  one  with  thoae  whom  he  has 
deopieed  and  viototed.  Wd  .hall  be 
Judged  once  more  by  oar  feltowmen; 
and  thie  time  the  Judcment  will  ba  a 
truer  oAe.  For  the  future  let  us 
to  It  that  we  are  hattar  known.
